my Death! At that very Moment, they came to tell my 
Lady, That the Count was bringing one of her Relations, 
and the Cardinal Archbiſhop - of Naples, to ſee her: 
Whereupon, ſhe defir'd Zebina to go and meet the Com- 
pany, while ſhe ſecur d her Honour, by contriving the 
Chevalier's Eſcape. No ſooner, therefore, was Zebina 
gone out of the Room, but the Counteſs begg'd of the 
Chevalier not to take it amiſs, but to get into a great 
Cheſt that ſtood by her Bed · ſide, and there lie ſtill.

The little Colli, whom you ſaw. in your Pa- 
lace, and who is ſo much admir'd by the whole City, is 
the unhappy Subject of the Crime you lay to my Charge. 
Coll, the Charming Colli, who ſeems to be made for no 
other End than to be careſs'd, and to gain the Admira- 
tion of all that hear him! That Colli, I ſay, is the Son 
of the Chevalier C. .. and Zebina. And this is all I 
know of the Matter. My Wife can tell you no more 
But Father Angelo di Napoli, the Cordelier, can give you 
a better Account. # 
Father Angels, the Cordelier, whom I call'd Uncle, 
was gone to aſſiſt at a Provincial Chapter of the Fryars 
of his Order, which was aſſembled in the Province of 
i og and there he receiv'd the firſt Advice, by one 
of his Friends, of what had happen'd to Signor Carlocia 
and bis Wife. The Good Father, not knowing hat 
Courſe to take, nor how to behave himſelf, in an Affair 
of that Niceneſs, wherein the Lives and Honours of fo 
many great Perſons were concern'd, went. to aſk Advice 
of one of his Friends, who having an Intereſt with the 
C4 Viceroy, 
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Viceroy, gave him Recommendatory Letters to his Ex, 
cellency, with which he was coming towards Naples 
fully affur'd of the Viceroy's Protection; but fallin 
into the Hands of the Banditti by the way, they robb' 
and murder d him and his Fellow- Traveller, and bury'd 
*em under a Tree. Mean while the Provincial had

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a Tenderneſs for me, that ſhe ſent me to Rome, in order 
to my being brought up there like a Child of Diſtin- 
tion; For which end, ſhe put me into the Romiſh Semi- 
vary, That Place is one of the fineſt Nurſeries for 
Youth, in Eurepe; and moſt of the Princes of Germany 
and almoſt all the Cardinals and eminent Prelates of the 
Church of Rome, are indebted, for their Education, to 
that famous College. "The Jeſurtes have the ſole Dire- 
ction thereof; and there is not a Seminary in the World, 
wherein ſo many Students are maintain'd, and obſerve 
ſuch an excellent Order, both in regard to their Beha- 
viour, and for their Manner of Inſtruction. I was four- 
teen Years of Age, when | was admitted among them; 
and the Perſons I belong'd to, made Figure enough for 
their Recommendation to do me a great Kindneſs. The

God to beſtow upon me, to the end he might ſay to me,

Lou will eaſily imagine, That after having receiv'd {0 


great an Honour, I could not be very humble; and the 


Vanity I had at that time, redoubled the Envy and Jea- 


louſy of ſuch as were Enemies to my Glory; inſomuch 


that they could not bear me in the College. Neverthe- 


leſs, I remain'd there, five Years, without loſing the 
Friendſhip of the Principals; and tho' young Prince 
Alexander C. . . and I paſquin'd 'em many a time, not 
{ſparing our Maſters themſelves; yet none were more be- 
lov'd than we were, who had got the Art of pleaſing 
our Friends.

Befides, the Jews, who 
are our Merchants upon ſuch diſmal Occafions, are the 
very'ſt Miſers upon Earth, taking the Advantage of 
a Man's Neceſſity, to deſpite whatſoever one offers em, 
and thereby obliging you to beg and pray em to pick 
your Pocket. Thus, 1 ſay, reduc'd to Beggary, o'er- 
whelm'd with Sorrow and Miſery, and not —_— 
what to do in fo forlorn and deplorable a Condition, 
fell aſleep. Jr was about Two o' Ceck, and I had fat 
myſelf down in a Conteffion-Chair, where nobody 
could fee me: Bur ſcarce was I got to Sleep, before 1 
dreamt a horrid frightful Dream, which made me cry 
out ſo loud, that I alarm'd the Fryars who were medita- 
ting in the Choir, after Compline.

ſeem'd to me the more probable, in that he had order'd 
her to this Place of Retirement, where Solitude might 
increaſe his ill Humour. Fis all one to me, ſaid or; 
1 nothing; I have lov'd you no otherwiſe than as 1 
Brother, and, therefore, my Conſcience is very eaſy ast 
that Matter. Tis true, ſhould any one know all the ſe- 
cret Steps I have taken, to inform myſelf of the Truth, 
and to converſe with you, he might be apt to cenſure me; 
but 1 could not DEP doing as 7 did.; and 'tis owing to 
my Stars, that ever I err'd, in the leaſt, from my Duty. 
Befides, no Creature in the World knew any thing of 
my Affection for you, except Beatrice; and indeed, he! 
Ro edge of it gave me ſome Unealineſs: Not but 
that my Fear of her, I dare ſay, was very jfl-grounded; 
by reaſon I always found her the diſcregre/t Perſon I eve 
met with. Thus am I ready to receive my Lo 
F 3 . ' without 
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without. a Thought of being queſtion'd by him, a 
bout you. 1 3 
She added, That as ſoon as I was gone from her Aunt's, 
they both went into her Cloſet, and that there having 
found my Picture in a Frame of Filagreen-wrought 
Gold, ſhe aſk'd for it, and, with much ado, obtain'd it; 
That upon the Sight of that Picture, the Counteſs of 
Peg had told her all the Particulars of my Life, and 
confirm'd all that Beatrice had ſaid, except what related 
to the Trick her Mother had put upon the old Count 
of P....+., in pretending, ſhe was his Child. Our 
| Converſation having laſted till Three o' Clock in the 
Afternoon, the Weather then chang'd, and the Captain 
ent me Word, That he could tarry no longer, for it 
was high time we were on board. Thoſe kind of Men are 
but one degree better than-Brutes, and will be obey'd, 
without Contradiction. So, conſidering L could not 
fp myſelt, I took my Leave of the Marchioneſs, with 
A Thouland Proteſtations of an inviolable Friendſhip, 
and rejoin'd my Captain, who told me, he'd engage to 
and me in the Ifle of Malta in leſs than Four and 
I'venty Hours, if the Wind continu'd. The Shi p's Crew 
þad expected our Return with great Impatience, and we 
yere no ſooner embark'd, but we ſet Sail for Mena, 
hich Place we diſcover'd the next Morning, as ſoon as 
was Light. We were becalm'd between the Fare of 
{ina and the Iſle of Lipari, and lay by, expecting the 
00n-Breeze, which riſes when the Sun is in the Height 
ts Courſe. Mean while, the whole Crew betook 
temlelves to paſs away the 'Timc, by telling of Stot ies. 
me related the Danger they had gone thro' by Sea: 
Ithers diſcours'd of Trade and Merchandizing; And o- 
lers, again, diverted themſelves by tell ing their Dreams: 
vas the only ſilent Perſon in the Ship, who, having a 
ok in my Hand, took no manner of Notice of their 
lh Talk. Ametli, the Slave the Marchioneſs had gi- 
i me, made one among em, and was as buſy with his 
Me as the beſt of em; for in thoſe Places, they are 
to hear any diverting Story, without regarding the 
ſon that tells it. This Slave, who was a merry, fa- 
ous Fellow, and a Frank by Nation, told 'em, as 
Ia he could, in his Frank Tongue, That he had 
amt, that he was Free, and that his Maſter was a 
+ og Slave 
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Stave in his Place; That he had carry'd him into his 
Country, where his Mother and Brother were very glad 
to ſee him; That he had oblig'd him to lie with hit 
Maſter ; and, That the next day he met with one of his 
Siſters that had been in the Seraglio at Conſtantinopl, 
whom he had never ſeen in his Life, but of whom hi 
Mother had ſpoke to him very often. He added a Thou- 
ſand other Particulars of his Dream. Scarce had' he 
made an end of his Story, but we were ſurpriz'd by 
Turkiſh Brigantine, who came upon us unawares; and 
after having chain'd us, they took all we had that wa 
worth Taking, fet Fire to our Barque, ſail'd for Zan, 
and arriv'd at Patras in Two days. I ſhall not trouble 
my Readers with an Account of what we did to defend 
ourfelves, for which we had no Time, the Turks being 
aboard of us, before we perceiv'd em. All I could do 
was to hide the Marchioneſs's Picture, and to abandon 
my Equipage, in which they found ſo much Money, 
that they gave me the worſt Treatmenr, to make me 
propoſe a Ranſom. Ametli was the only Perfon plea i 2 
with this unfortunate Adventure. He preſently mad m 
himſelt known to the Captain of the Brigantine, wh. b. 
to his great Happineſs, he found to be his Mother ic 
Brother. Amati had been taken by the Galleys of Mi: 
fa when he was about Twelve Years of Age. At Tb to 


teen or Fourteen the Chains were put on him, and H Fr 
was expos d to Sale to the Merchants of Naples, wo ve 
deal in Man's Fleſh. Being young, and very well ſhaped of 
the old Marchioneſs bought him, and he had been . Cu 
her Palace Twelve or Thirteen Years, when the Mu N. 
chioneſs made me a Preſent of him, to attend me or 
Malta. He was one of the jolly'ft Fellows that ever Bu 
met with, and, at the ſame time, a very induftrouy in 
Slave. All the while I was in the Marchioneſs's Hough M. 
he was ſo over-officious to ſerve me, that he was jealouflſ the 
if any other Slave did any Thing for me. He was o Cl 
Joy'd when his Lady told him, ſhe had given Hf tolc 
to me, and that if he took Care of me, ſhe would gl vai 
him Liberty upon my Return, which would be h did 
few Years. The Hopes of his Liberty made him lo alli 
ry ſtudious to pleaſe me, that I never had Occaſim Wl was 
> make the leaſt Complaint of him, His firft Care, af a cc 


he had made himſelf known, was, to cauſe one br 
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Suits of Cloaths to be return'd me, and to rid me of 
| the Chain that bound my Hands behind me. He told 
me, he was not able to obtain my Liberty of his Uncle, 


ſcorn to look upon their be 
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who was, as I ſaid before, Captain of the Brigantine 3 
but that we were going to Patras, where he was born 


and bred, . and where his Mother and one of his Bro- 


thers {till Iliv'd ; and, That he would make my Slavery 


ſo eaſy, that I ſhould quite forget Naples. I thank'd 


him for his extraordinary Civility, and defir'd him not 


to luffer me to be ſent away from him, nor ſold to the 


Merchants of Conſtantinople; by reaſon, I told him, 
twould be much eaſier for me to ſend to my Lady from 
the Morea, than from Romania; afſuring him, that I 
ſhould never be unmindful of the obligations he would 
lay upon me, by granting my Requeſt in that Particular. 
He ſwore, that I ſhould be latisty'd with his Good-Offi- 
ces; And the Truth is, he was as good as his Word; For 
the Change of his Fortune, upon his Deliverance from 
Bondage, made none at all in his Mind, nor ever took 
from his Acknowledgements towards me. And he was 
a Turk, not fo Turk:ifpp upon ſuch Occaſion, as a great 
many Chriſtians, who are humble enough in Diſgrace, 
but in the leaſt Proſperity, 1 intolerable inſolent, and 
Friends. l 
As ſoon as we were arriv'd, the Turkiſh Captain went 
to give the Governor of the Town an Account of his 
Prize, and of the Number of Slaves he had taken. We 
were immediateiy order'd into a Baſar, which is a kind 
of Market-Hall for that inhumane Trafick. Tis the 
Cuſtom of that Country, to be expos'd to Sale quite 
Naked, without any Regard to the Modeſty of Women, 
or the Deference they ought to have even for Nature: 
But Ametli did not only ſave me the Shame of appearing 
in that Condition, but procur d me to be bought by his 
Mother, and went with me to the Baſar, to ſhew me 
the Miſery of my Companions. I was then in my own 
Cloaths, and it was with Regret that Ametli came and 
told me, 1 mult yield to my Bad Fortune, and put on a 
waite. Dreſs, as a Mark of my Slavery. This Beginni 
did not ſeem very hard to me; I took the Habit the? 
aſſign'd me, with all the Tranquillity imaginable; and 
wage no manner of Complaint. My Miſtreſs, who was 
acomely Gentle woman, about Sixty: Years of Age, a 
F 4 0 Muſſul- 
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Muſſulman, and perfectly bigotted to the Superſtition, 
of the Laws of Mabomet, ſhew'd me into the Garden, 
and order'd' me to take Care of the Flowers, of which pa 
The was a great Admirer. Her eldeſt Son was the fa. ber 
mouſeſt Corſair of the Country, and his Wife and 'Two tre 
Women Slaves liv'd at his Mother's. One of thoſe Slaves le 
was a Native of Provence, and the other of Meſina; vit 
Both very handſome and very witty. Tho it is very MW ver 
a dangerous for Slaves to ſpeak to their Maſter's Wives, WM one 


whether lawful, or otherwiſe, I found Means to talk ! 
; with the Provenſale, who gave me the following Account Ml wp 
F of her Slavery, | Ott: 


She liv'd at Marſeilles, with an Aunt, to whom her WW and 
Parents, at their Death, had committed the Charge of ¶ out 
her Education; and ſhe always had a Share in the Acts vit 
of Devotion and Abſtinence. When ſhe was about Fif- W 
teen or Sixteen Years of Age, a Captain of a Galley, WiC 
whoſe Name was M. . . ., firſt told her ſhe was hand- ane 
ſome. Gabrielle (tor that was her Name) made the De- ¶ unc 
fence common to her Sex; but the Captain ſoon brought IM ha 
her to Reaſon, aſſuring her, That her Aunt did Wrong the 
to her Fortune, by bringing her up in Retirement a of 
Ignorance. I never knew a handſome Woman without I cei 
a Tincture of Vanity, and there is hardly any Beauty but h 
expe ſts to be happy. She hearken'd to the Leſſons of Je. 
that dangerous Maiter, and ſoon became a moſt perfect gu 
Miſtreſs. It was late before the Aunt diſcover'd this Wt me 
Commerce; And Gabrielle having been at ſeveral dei 
Matches, with her Lover, in the Country had eaten 2 
Fruit there which did not agree with her; inſomuch 
that ſhe was oblig'd to leave her Aunt's and to go to 
her Lovers Eſtate, near Beſier's, in Languadoc. She un- 
fortunately choſe to go by Sea, for Expedition-ſake 3 
and'a Wind from Land blowing very hard, (which 1s 
common in the Gulph of Lions) they were forc*d to run 
before the Wind all Night, and found themſelves, the 
next Morning, by Break of Day, upon the Coaſts of 
Barbary; An Algerine, with whom the French vere at 
War, took the Barque, and Ten Perſons that were on 
board her, and carry'd 'em into Algiers 5 and Ametl's 
Brother having put into that Harbour to refit, was in- 
vited to:dine with his old Friend the Algerine, who, 48 
the Maner of the Turks*is, offer'd him Preſents, and 
oo 5 MT gave 
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gave him the moſt Beautiful of his Slaves. Gabrielle, tho? 
with Child, pleas'd the Grecian beſt, and was carry'd to 
Patras, and preſented to Ametli's Mother, who receiv'd 
her with great Marks of Friendſhip, and treated her, 
ever after, with extraordinary Civility. This Story ſhe 
told me about a Week after I had been in the ſame Houſe 
with her, at a Time when our Maſter and Miſtreſſes 
were gone to Prayers, on the Evening of rhe Vigil of 
one of their Holydays. 8 
Mean time, Ametli had been obliged to go to Adria- 
wolle, ro Tee an Uncle that had a conſiderable Poſt at the 
ban Porte. He told me of his intended Journey; 
and it was With the deepeſt Regret that I ſaw him ſet 
out, by reaſon I had now no Perfon lefr, to ſpeak to, 
with Confidence, concerning my Ranſom. One day, 
as ſoon as I had water'd my Flowers, I fat down upon 
a Grafs-Plot, ruminating upon the Sadneſs of my Fate, 
and, at laſt, pull'd out the Marchioneſs's Picture from 
e- Wunder my Arm-Pit, where I generally carry'd it; and 
bt WM having conſider'd it very attentively, I was touch'd to 
be Guick at the Remembrance of the Original, and 
q of my own Misfortunes. Aſen's Wife, who per- 
ut ceiv d me from a Window, was very curious to know 
ut what I had in my hand, and fuſpected it might be ſome 
of Jewels of a great Value, and that I was a Man of a diſtin- 
t WM ouiſh'd Character. As ſhe was not ſuffer'd to ſpeak to 
us ne, ſhe found Means to put on Gabrielle's Cloaths, and 
al being told by that Slave, where ſhe ſometimes talk'd 
12 With me, ſhe went thither ſo ſeaſonably, that as I was 
ch going to the Bagno, the Place in which all the Slaves in 
to the Town were ſhur up, ſhe took hold of me, and told 
ne, ſne wanted the Jewels I had, which if 1 would not 
e L(eliver up by fair Means, I ſhould by foul ; and that, 
is Whiicrefore, I had beft do it, without making any Noiſe 3 
adding, that *twas as much as my Life was worth, to 
complain, or ſo much as ſpeak of this Adventure. I

They were ſtrung upon a Gold Wire, 1 
and enrich'd with a Ring ſet round with very fine Tur. 
cois-Stones. That Loſs did not much diſturb me, who In 
was overjoy'd that I had kept the Picture of my der MW 1 
Lady. I neither reflected on the Loſs of the Box, ur WW n 
on the Preſent Aſent's Wife had made me; but wrap MW 
up the Picture in one Corner of my Mantle, till tie MW " 
next Gays when I got a Goldſmith to make me a Silver 
Box, which coſt me One and Thirty Medins, or Nine MW *

of Beads, and I had ſome Money left, which 1 laid on MI 
upon a little Linnen, which I very much wanted by MW * 
reaſon my Cheſts had been plunder'd, and nothing atall 
left me. Tho' my Condition was pretty eaſy, I ford 
it much more unpleaſant than laviſh ; becauſe I wasd- MW = 
priv'd of the Pleaſure of going out, either to get Mo- 
neF,. or contrive my Eſcape. I was confin'd all day, | 
and Melancholy began to appear in my Countenance, 
My Stomach was quite gone, and the Negro that us'd to 
bring me my Victuals, perceiving I did not eat, but fel 
away, acquainted my old Miſtreſs with it, who immedi 
ately lent for me, to examine into the Cauſe of my Me- 
lancholy. She had ſeen me but once or twice, fince| 
had been in her Service; for the Widows in that Cour 
try, and eſpecially. thoſe they call the Santonet, are very 
tetir d, and have very little Converſation with Men. | 
was conducted into her Apartment, where I found ber 
upon a rich Bed of Yellow Velvet thick lac'd with 
Silver. As old as ſhe was, ſhe had all the Majeſty of 4 
Queen; and I fancy'd, that I could ſee, in her Perſon, 
the Woman I had ſeen in the frightful Dream I dreamt 
at Rome, who riſing out of the Ground, had. ſpoke to 
me in a Language I did not underſtand, but who, Sig 
nor Carlocio told me, was my Mother. No ſconet, 
therefore, had I caſt my Eyes upon that 3 old

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Woman, and ſhe had told me in the Frank Tongue, ſhe 
wanted to know the Occafions of my Grief, but I ſhed 
ſuch a Shower of Tears, that it u as impoſſible for me 
o anſwer her one Word. She bad me rife (for I was 
upon my Knees Wien ſhe receiv'd me) and come near 
ber; which 9 done, ſhe took me by the Hand, 
and old me, I ought not to give up myſelf thus to De- 
ſpair; That ſhe had diſtinguiſh'd me trom all the other 
aves, by placing me in her Garden; That if I did not 
like that Employ, ſhe defir'd me to tell her ſo; and, 
That ſhe felt ſhe knew not what tender, and, as it were, 
natural Inclination to do me Good, her Son Ametli ha- 
ving recommended it to her to oblige me, and to make 
my Chains as eaſy to me as poflible. an 

[ thank'd my good Miſtreſs for her generous Senti- 
ments of me, and afſur'd her, I preferr'd the Honour of 
being in her Service, to that of any of the principal 
Perſons in the Empire. Mean time, my Eyes were {till 
fixed on her Face, and not being able to keep in my 
Tears, at the Remembrance of Zebina, who, they told 
me, was my Mother, and to whom that venerable old 
Turk bore a perfect Reſemblance, ſhe commanded me ta 
tell ber the Serien of * Weeping; and preſs'd me 
ſo earneſtly to obey her, that I Sul no longer conceal 
the Cauſe of my Grief. — Alas; Madam faid I, after 
I had taken ſome Spirit; before L declare to you the Oc- 
caſion of my Sorrow, tell me, I conjure you, Whether 
ever you had a Daughter? and, If ſhe had your Air? 
and, whether, your Daughter was not taken by the 
Galle ys of Malta, in Company wich the Sultaneſs Zaide, 
who was going to Viſit your Prophet's Tomb? Ah! 
Chriſtian reply'd Azemire, (for that was my Miſtreſs's 
Name) What haſt thou fajd ! and, Wherefore com'ſt 
thou hither, to renew the Pangs, which the Space of 
Twenty Years has not been able to rid me of? Ah! 
poor Zebina'! Art thou dead! Speak, Chriſtian! Did 
ſne ever embrace your Errours ! or forget the Duty ſhe 
ow'd to God, to Mabomet, and to Nature! Oh! How 
many times did J oppoſe that curſed, Voyage ! Heaven 
had given me that lavely Girl to be the Comfort of my 
old Age, and Thad enjoy'd the Pleaſure of her pretty 
Company till ſhe was Eighteen! Then, alas! one of my 
intimate Friends, who had the ſignal Fayour of Lea”

ther, nobody is more able to give lat an Account of 


Vour Slave, yet, upon the Sight of you, I preſently en- 
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the King of Kings, gur invincible Emperor, upon the

Return to diſpoſe of her to a Baſſaw of her Acquain- 
tance. Every body knows the unhappy Fate ot that 
Muſtrious Caravan! Her pious Intentions were cut off 
by the. Taking of the Ship, and the Slavery of all the 
3 KO of her Retinue! And this is all I know of 
that Cruel Adventure. Orders were immediately ii. 
ſu'd for none to ſpeak of it; by reaſon it would detract 
from. the Grandeur of the Ottoman Porte, to have it 
ſaid, t hat a Sultane ſs and one ot the Emperor's Sons were 
become Slaves to a Crew of ſorry Pirates, who had but 
2 Nook of Land to hide their Heads in. Thus, all Per- 
ſons were forbidden to enquire after their Friends or 
Relations, loſt in that unhappy Diſgrace; and, to this 
day, I could never find auy body to talk with about my 
r Zebina. RI gg, 
Alas! Madam, anſwer d I, if you are Zebina's Mo- 


her, than myſelf! And tho' I never ſaw her in my Lite, 
J am ſo concern'd for her, and have been ſo often told 
how much I was oblig'd to her, that tis impoſſible for 
me ever to forget her. I am the Son of that illuſtrious 
Grecian, whom you call your Daughter! My Birth coſt 
her her Life; and you ought the ſooner to be perſua- 
ded of the Truth o hs Clay, in that I always had a 
real Affection for Ametli, her Brother! And tho' I am 


tertain'd a Reſpect mixt with I know not what Tender- : 
neſs, which we don't uſe to have for our Miſtreſſes! "Tis 
true, I never ſaw my Mother, except in a Dream, in which 
* appear d to me at Rome; But her Features (which I 
ad time enough to obſerve) were ſo exactly like yours, 
that this Likeneſs was the only Cauſe of my Grief and. 
Melancholy; and I was wiſhing for an Opportunity ot 
informing myſelf, by your means, of this Truth, when 
you were pleas d to prevent me, and ſend for me into 
Jour Apartment! The more I look upon you, the more 
think you my Grandmother ; and even to your very 
Language and the Sound of your Voice, all ſeems agree- 
able to the laſt Words my Mother ſaid to me, in my 
Dream, which I did not underſtand. The old Gentle- 
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whoſe Nature was already on Fire, finding 
al her, to be, in all Points, agreeable 7 — 
Truch, bad me come to her, and 1 me very

Hopes, and manifeſt the Love and Good-Will ſhe had 
for me. EY OS . Es 
| inimediately rejected a ee of hat Nature, and 
deſir d my Miſtreſs to be pleas'd to allow me, at leaſt, Li- 
berty of Conſcience, ſince I had unfortunately loſt That 
of my Body: So ſhe preſs d me no farther upon that Ar- 
ticle 3 and rho? I was not perfectly free, yet my Condition 
tectiy d ſuch an agrecable Alteration, that L had no other 
Trouble upon me, but that of being ſeparated from the 
young Marchioneſs of I.. ., my ador'd Miſtreſs. The 
Flowers which were left to my Care, and made a Part 
of my Duty, were now a very agreeable Diverſion to 
me, who had two Slaves under me, to do all the heavy 
Work 3 ſo that I was, in effect, Miſter of the Gar- 
den. Nor did I ever, after that Interview, go to lie 
in the Bagzo again; for my good Miſtreſs farniſh d 
me a Chamber in one Corner of the Garden, where 
ſhe daily came to viſit me, and diſcourſe concerning 
Zehina, One day, as ſhe was hugely careſſing = 
judg'd it a fit Opportunity to ſpeak to her about my 
Ranſom, Jam your Slave, 2 I; and am very ſen- 
ible, that all my Dependence is on you 3 That you have 
an abſolute Power over my Life; and, That yeu may 
whenever you pleaſe, render me unhappy ; But tho' For- 
tune has us'd me ſo cruelly, by throwing me into Irons, 
has ſhe not, in ſome degree, made me Amends, by gi- 
ngme my Grandmother, even the Woman who brought 


forth 


forth the Mother that bore me, for my Miſtreſs! Ala! 
Madam, How can you call me yours, and ſee me i 
Irons? In the Name of God, in Pf Name of yourſelf 
and of the dear Woman, who was formerly the Objed 
of your Love, let me be redeem'd, and acquaint my Re. 
lations at 8 with My Misfortunes and Your Gere. 
rofity! My Difedurſe melted my Miſtreſs into Tear, 
and being myſelf in the ſame Condition, we were both 
filepr for ſome time. At laſt, breaking Silence, and 
utting on an Air of Pride and Majeſty, ſhe told me, 
hat for my Eaſe, ' ſhe had not been able to hear me; 
That ſhe had only ſeen my Tears; and, That I knen 
not what I ſaid : That therefore, ſhe advis'd me to get 
Inſtructions, and, for that end, would fend me a Deru, 
to teach me what I was obli A to know 3 and, Thatl 
oughr to hearken to him, and to approve myſelf worthy 
her Blood. As ſhe went out, ſhe gave me 4 Glance 
mixt with a noble Statelineſs and tender Love: I made 
her a low Bow, and found 1 had acted unwiſely, in de 
claring myſelf ſo openly as I had done. 
However, my Fault was irrecoverable, ſince J could 
no ways go from what I had ſaid, I curs'd my ill For- 
tune, that had render'd it impoſſible for me to acquaint 
thoſe with my Condition, who had ſome Concern for it 
That Evening, inſtead of my Slaves Dreſs, they brought 
me.a Turkiſe Habit, with a little neat Turban. I was 
troubled, all Night long, with frightful Dreams, which 
were too full of Whims and Extravagancies to be rela- 
ted here. Only one Thing made ſuch an Impreſſion 
upon me, that I could never get it out of my Head: | 
dreamt, that I was ſnatch'd from the Embraces of 1 
fine young Lady, into the Arms of a croſs- grain d 
crabbed; old Woman; That the young one reach'd out 
her Hands to me, ſeveral Times, to get me back again; 
and that ſeeing myſelf ſeparated from her by a broad 
River, I wonld fain have abandon'd my old Guide, and 
return'd to my former Miſtreſs; That for this purpole, 
ſhe held out to me a large Olive-Branch, to facilitate mj 
Paſſage, but I could not make uſe of that Aſſiſtance 
and, That uſing all my Endeavours to overtake her, and 
free myſelf from the old Crab's Importunities, I waked 
ſo fatigu'd and tir'd, that I had not Power to get outo 
my Bed. |

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It was already very late, and the Slaves who us'd to 
work with me in the Garden, had waited about an hour, 
vheo the Dervis came, according to my Miftreſs's' Pro- 
miſe. He ask'd after me of my Two Companions, who 
were fitting at my Chamber- Door; and fearing, that I 
was fick, he knock'd at my Door, and commanded me 
o tile. I made ſhift to obey him, with much ado, and 
going to put on my uſual Habit to appear decently be- 
fore the Der vis, I was very much ſurpriz'd to Tee; that 
they had chang'd my white Robe for a Turkiſh Dreſs. I 
took care not to dreſs myſelf in that Garment, ; by rea- 
ſon That alone would have convicted me of Apoſtati- 
ung, and I had afterwards been impal'd alive, it I 
would not pfoſeſs the Mabometan Religion: I choſe, 
therefore, to open the Door only in my Shirt, and got 
into Bed again, and deſir'd the Dervis to excuſe me, for 
appearing be fore him with ſo little Reſpect; but that 
being fick, I hoped he would forgive me that Crime. 
He reply d, That he heartily forgave me, and was ſorry 
for my Illneſs 3 That, however, he was come to admi- 
niſter Remedies both for my Body and Soul; and, That 
if | would heatken to him, and follow his Advice, 
g 3 e' er long, be one of the happy'ſt Men upon 
The All-good All-great, All-merciful Lord, ſaid be, 
has ſhewn Mercy ro his poor Slave, end vcuchſafed to 
take him out of the Furnace of Tribulations and Suffer- 
gs, to bring him into the Land» of the Believers. I 
am come hirher to inſtruct him in the Truth of his Law, 
which was formerly reveaPd to our great Prophet, 
which has been tranimirted and chitin to us by Mi- 
r2cles without Number, and which promiſes to all ſuch 
as ſhall obſerve it faithfully, infinite Pleaſures, in the 
Abundance of delicious Wines that we ſhall drink in 
the other Life, in the Beauty and Love of Women, in' 
a perpetual ' Youth, and unchangeable Vigour ! Happy, 
thrice happy are thoſe, who are born in the Boſom of 
the Moſque! who are influenc'd by the Truths of the 

lcoran | and who have never imbib'd the ridiculous 
Superſtitions of the Jcus, the fooliſh Imaginations of 
ne Gentiles, nor the Whimſies and Extravagancies of 
the Chriſtians !

I ſhould have done it very heartily ; and indeed, it had {Ml 7, 


been impoſſible for me to forbear, but that I call'd v | 
mind all the Calamities that had ever befallen me, and 
the diſmal Circumſtances of my preſent Condition, | 
knew, by my Converſation with the People of Europ, 
and others, how dangerous it was, for a Slave to receive 
the Propoſitions of a Turk, without Reſpe&t and Atten- 
tion; and therefore, having dreſs'd myſelf, I made: 
low Bow to my Mabometan Divine, and aflur'd him, 
That I Had a great Reſpect for his Perſon, and for thoſe

The Slave did as I bad him; and, about Four o' Clock, 
my Grandmother came into my Chamber, and, calling 
me by the Name the Dervis had given me, told me 
I 'was unwiſe, and that ſhe would make me a NA 
man, whether I would or no. As it was late, and | 
was, before, extremely fallen away, thro' Grief, and 
the Abſtinence 1 had liv'd in for ſeveral Days, I wa 
ſeiz'd with a Weakneſs, which took away my Senſe, 
This fo alarm'd my Miſtreſs, that ſhe call'd for Help, 
Hereupon, her Daughter-in-Law, whoſe Jealouſy had 
drawn her into the Garden, came running, with her 
two Slaves, who were amaz'd to ſee their old Miſtreſs 
leaning over my Face, and ſhedding Tears like one in 
Deſpair. Without Raying to make uſeleſs Refexions, 
they endeavoured,' by all Methods, to yield Relief to 
my fad Condition; applying, for that end, the moi 
28 Eſſences; for the true Muſſul mans have no 
ine in their Houſes, At laſt, after Iwo Hours Pain 
and Torment, I open'd my Eyes, and was ſurpriz d to 
ſee myſelf ſurrounded by Four Women, all in Tear, | 
and Three or Four Men running about, to get me u 
ain. Being come to myſelf, and perceiving my al 
other in Tears, ſqueezing one of my Hands in hers, 
ſaid I to her, with a low Voice, This is not the Way 
to cure me ! My [llneſs proceeds altogether from Grief! 
You'll have nothing of me, but my poor Bones, it 
you continue to do as you have done! Give me my 
Slaves Dreſs again, and don't conſtrain me to hate you 
Ah! Wretch ! + ＋ the old Woman, Doſt thou affront 
her thou ought'f{ to honour ! and canſt thou conceive : 
Defign of hating me, when I am come to make thee the 
happy' Man in the World! Doſt think we uſe every 
body as thou art us'd here! No! If I was not greatly 
concern'd for thee, I ſhould not much trouble myſelf, 
whether thou waſt Free or not; but I will have thee ſo. 
What haſt thou, then, to ſay againſt Our Law, that 
makes thee deſpiſe it with ſo much Scorn? Or, what 
find'ſt thou ſo great and comfortable in Thine that thou 
ſhould'ſt prefer Chains to Liberty, for its ſake ? Thou 
doſt not yet know all Thy own Misfortunes, nor all My 
Goodneſs! Ungrateful Man, as thou art! Perhaps, when 
thou ſhalt underſtand, that I hinder'd thee from being 
impal'd alive, thou wilt entertain the Sentiments * 
oug 
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dughtſt of obliging me ! The Word Impald chill'd all 
the Blood in my Body; But as I was not conſcious of 
any Crime that deſerv'd ſuch a Puniſhment, I told her, 
They might invent what Torments they pleas'd to take 
away my Life, but that I truſted in God, who would 
not ſuffer me to be expos'd to ſo exquifite Torment; 
and, that Death, of whoſe Approach I was ſenſible, 
would ſoon deliver me out of their Clutches. At that 
very Inſtant, my Fever grew twice as violent as before; 
and I had all the Symptoms of an approaching Death; 
But my Grandmother lov'd me too well to conſent to 
the Loſs of me. However as ſhe would not ſeem to 
flag in her Zeal for her Religion, ſhe judg'd it conve- 
nient to diſmiſs her Women, and left me only the Meſ- 
fineſe Slave, who being my Countrywoman, and ſpeak- 
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ot ing my Language, might be more agreeable to me than 
no any other Perſon. At that Moment, I had ſo great an 
an Indifterence for Life, that I did not regard whom they 
to had left to look after me. Some Time having paſs'd

— Theſe Words ſpoken to me 
in Italian, rowz'd me from my profound Reverie 3 and 

caſting my Eyes on the Perſon that had utter'd 'em, I 
was extremely ſurpriz'd to hear a young Woman of Two 
ve 2 and Twenty, handſome, and with the ſweateſt Air in 
the the World, ſay, in her own Language, — I thank kind 
Heaven, for placing me in this Station, during my hor- 
rid Slavery; All that ever I ſerv'd before, ſince I came 
into this Place, vex'd me, and drew Tears from me; 
but this of ſerving one of my own Countrymen, and 
_ aiſting him in his Infirmity, is ſo agreeable to me, 
that L fancy'd I am no longer a Slave, as often as I conſi- 
der, I can ſpeak tomy Countryman, and releive a Chri- 
Juan in Miſery ! Ah! Madam! ſaid I, Why d'ye coun- 
el me to live? Rather ſuffer me to die, and haſten the 
End of my unhappy Days, that I may be deliver'd from 
the dreadful Torment prepared for me ! O God ! Who 
would have believ'd, when I was at home, among my 


-. own 
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own Relations, That ever I ſhould have met with fo 
ſad a, Diſaſter ! and only becauſe I can't embrace their 
ridiculous Superſtitions, be condemned to the moſt hot- 
rid Death that Cruelty can invent! -— What Torment, 
and what Death is this you are talking of ? reply'd the 
charming Slave: Are you mad, Signor Franciſco (for 
tis the Cuſtum of our Country, to aſk each other's 
Name, the firſt time they converſe 5 and That, I had told 
her, was my Name) They make it their Study todo you 
Rove. *Tis true, they would fain have you change your 

eligion; but they'll allow you ſo much Time to re- 
ſolve upon't, and get Inſtruction, that, Ten to One, the 
Face, of Things will be changed, before you have Occa- 
fion to change your Religion. Slight not, therefore, 
my Advice, Bk beſtow ſome Conftderation thereupon, 
Gabrielle and I live, and ſo we are like, with one of the 
lovely'ſt and beſt-natur'd Miſtreſſes in the World. She 
diverts us Night and Day, with the pleaſant Account 
of their Prophet's Miracles, and the Mildneſs of their 
Law : At firit, we hated to hear ſuch Trumpery; but 
ſoon found, that that way of dealing with her occafion'd 
frequent Affronts to be offer'd us, and even ſome Blows 
from a raſcally Eunuch, who made it his Buſineſs to 
plague us. Now, tis otherwiſe with us, who are Slaves 
after our Miſtreſs's own Heart: We live more happily, 
becuaſe we are more tractable: We give her the Hear- 
ing of all her ridiculous Fables ; and not only ſo, but 
ſometimes put her upon relating em; always flattering 
her with our Surrender, as ſoon as we are convinc'd: In 
Expectation hereof, I afſure you, ſhe perfectly adores us. 
T keep the Keys of the Jewels, and Gabrielle is ſo great 
a Favourite, that, the other day, to divert us, and let 
us revenge ourſelves upon the ſawcy Eunuch, ſhe was 

leas'd to make him hold his great Noſe, while we gave 
Him above Iwo hundred Fillips upon't. We made him 
almoſt all over bloody; and the bomid Faces the Fel- 
low made every Blow we ſtruck him, afforded ſuch Fa- 
ſtime, that I can't forbear laughing at the Remembrance 
of it. Be eaſy, therefore, and ſeem a little coming in 
this Matter. The Dervis whom you affronted, would 
have complain'd to the Sangiac, (or Governour) and 
fo, I muſt needs ſay, you might have been impal'd alive, 
if it had not been for your Grandmother, For *tis an 
NAU 9 unpar- 
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unpardonable Crime in this Country, to ſpeak any o- 
therwiſe of the Religion thereof, than in the moſt re- 
ſpectful and ſubmiſſive Terms. My Miſtreſs often diſ- 
courſes me concerning you, and extremely commends 
your fine Shape. She tells us, that which ſoe ver of us 
two fhall gain you over ſooneſt, ſhall have the Honour 
of being your Spouſe. The whole Story of your Birth, 
as your Grandmother gave it to her, has been told us 
again; and not a day paſſes but we have a long Chat 
about you. = E . 

I knew not what kind of Anſwer to return to this 
Diſcourſe of Mario/a 3 for I was aware of a certain My- 
ſtery there was between thoſe Women, which | was ne- 
ver able to dive into. But I was fo deſirous to be let 
into the Secret, that I could not forhear telling her, how 
glad I ſhould be to know what paſs'd in their Conver ſa- 
tion. I had no Occaſion to make long Prayers, Maris/a 
telling me, I had made a Conqueſt, before I was aware 
on't; and ſuch a one too, as would have caſt me my 
Life, had not I been pre ſerv'd by a kind of Miracle. 

It was now Autumn, at which Seaſon they were wont 
to ſpend ſome. Time in the Country, but not at the 
Vintage, for, as I ſaid before, the Turks drink no Wine. 
inſtead of that, they dry abundance of Figs, Raiſins, 


and ſeveral other Fruits, which they preſerve as well for 


their Proviſion, as for their Trafick to the Weſt, which 
is very confiderable. 'The Women are not halt ſo re- 
tir d in the Country as in Town; but go a walking, and 
fiſhing, and divert themſelves with playing any waggiſh 
Tricks with their Slaves, who. are allow'd for that 
Time to ſee and talk with their Miſtreſſes. I was not 
yet perfectly recover'd of a Malignant Fever, that had 
brought me very low, and procur'd me the Liberty of 
Living at Diſcretion. Nor was any Body ſuffer'd to 
ſpeak to me, during my Illneſs, but Mariola, who ask'd 
me Whether I ſhould not be quite well, when the 
Time was come, for us to go into the Country? and, 
Whether J ſhould not be glad to take the Air, and di- 
vert myſelf there; I reply'd, that I found my ſelf ſo 
weak, that ] could not walk a Step; and that my Di- 
ſtemper, which had laſled bur Four and twenty hours. 
bad more jaded we, than any other could have done, 
tho" of fix Months landing; That beſides, I had po 
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Cloaths to go out in, fince they had taken away my 
Mantle; and, That I was reſolv'd never to take the 
Turbant, were it poſſible for me to die a thouſand Deaths, 
— | have, nevertheleſs, undertaken to prevail with you 
to wear it, ſaid the beautiful Meſſineze? and you ought 
not to make yourſelf uneaſy as to that Point, if you are 
allow'd the Liberty of adhering to your Religion; For, 
according to the Sicilian Proverb, *Tis not the Habit that 
makes the Monk : But you will not be requir'd to make 
any Promiſe, that may burden your Conſcience. On 
the other hand, People in Slavery ought to take hold of 
all Opportunities that preſent themſelves, to render their 
Bondage as light as they can; And, how do you know, 
what ſuch a Feint may bring about? This at leaſt, is 
moſt certain 3 That if you have a mind to ſet yourſelf at 


Liberty, and to do the ſame good Office for Gabrielle and 


-me, the Matter would be very feaſible ; For our Mi- 
ſtreſſes, who love you as their own Child, will give you 
Marks of their Tenderneſs, as ſoon as they can hand- 
ſomely do it; and eſpecially my young Miſtreſs, who 
has entertain'd a violent Paſſion in your Favour. —- But, 
Mariola, anſwer'd IJ, ſhe is my Aunt 3 My Mother was 


her Husband's Siſter, And what then? reply'd ſbe 3 Love 


never makes any ſuch nice Diſtinctions; and the fair 
Zaide never ſees you, without an extraordinary Emo- 
tion. Twas ſhe, that, in Gabrielle's Cloaths, took from 
you, one Evening, the Box wherein you kept the Pi. 
cture which her Neef gave her a Glympſe of; and it 
was the ſame Zaids, that gave you the String of Beads. 
She made us the Confidents of her Robbery, and having 
ſhew'd it us, we inform'd her, that ſhe had not taken 
the moſt precious Jewel of all ; for that that Box was a 
Caſe to the Picture of ſome Perſon, who was the Occa- 
fion of all your Greif. - There's no Country, nor Nation 
void of Curioſity; and the Turkiſþ Women have a grea- 
ter Share of it, than thoſe of Europe: If, therefore, 
you go into the Country, as, without Queſtion, you 
will, 1 to let Zaide ſee the Picture you conceal'd 
from her. This is an Order which ſhe enjoin'd me to 
acquaint you with; and I need not tell you, ſhe is a 
Gentlewoman of that Pride and Imperiouſneſs that ſhe 
will run into the greateſt Extremities, if you, in the 
leaſt, thwart ber Deſite. I begg'd of Mariola n me 
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alone, to confider of the Meaſures I ought to take; 
which ſhe had no ſooner done, but I rack'd my Ima- 
zination, and had a thouſand different Thoughts to pre- 
vent my Reſolution. I reaſon'd both as a Chriſſian, 
and as an honeſt Man, and turn'd my Conſcience all 
manner of ways, without being able to give it the leaſt 
Satisfaction. I could neither reſolve to pretend myſelf 
a Turk, nor to anſwer a Love fo criminal, as to be even 
contrary to the Reſpect Nature herſelf inſpires us with. 
At laſt, the Time of our going into the Country ap- 
roaching, and perceiving that I ſhould be oblig'd to 
10 all that Mariola had talk'd with me about, I prevail'd 
with a Slave to buy me a few fine Colours, and having 
repar'd a Peice of Vellum, exactly the ſame Size as the 
Marchioneſs's Picture, I drew ſuch a Woman, myſelf, as 
my Fancy furniſh'd me withal, and as beautiful as poſſi- 
bly I could; for I had learnt to paint, while I was at 
Rome, and had taken ſome Delight in Miniature, while 
| liv'd at the Marchioneſs's at Naples. This ſerv'd my 
Turn very well, for when we were juſt ready to ſet our, 
my old Miſtreſs, who had careſſed me a thouſand times, 
for the Hopes Mariola gave her of my Compliance, 
came herſelf and told me, That we ſhould enter upon 
our Journey the next day, and tbat I ſhould not be far 
from her Litter. I return'd the Honour ſhe ſhew'd me 
2 well as I could, humbly thanking her for her Kind- 
nels to me, and defiring her to be pleas'd not to require 
any thing of me, that was contrary to the Liberty of 
my Soul, and that ſhe would give me Time to conſider 
of Obeying her; and added, That if I woze the Habit 
ſhe had provided for rae, it was only to cover me, that 
| might not appear in an indecent Manner. She would 
needs ſee me dreſs'd, and cut my Hair, herſelf, with 
her own Sciſſors. In a word, I had no ſooner got the 
Turban on my Head, and my Simitar by my Side, 
but my old Grandmother was tranſported out of her 
denſes. She call'd me her Lion, her Thunder, and all 
the Strength of her Race; and, in ſhort, gave me ſo 
many Hugs, and pretty Names, that I was quite aſham'd 
of her Weakneſs. 

The next Morning, at Break of Day, they brought 
me ſome Sweatmeats and Coffee; and I found a Horſe at 
my Chamber-door ready _—_ and ſaddled. I 12 * 
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the Stirrops, as we wear 'em in Europe; for the Tu 
uſe em quite another way, and ſeem rather to knee| 


than fit upon a Horſe. I mounted very nimbly, and | 
keeping by my Miſtreſſes's Litter's Side, I diſcours'd with {MW » 
em concerning the Beauty of their Country, which t 
-pleas'd 'em extremely. Being come near the Vineyard, MW b 
where we were to alight, a Bull that had eſcaped the y 
Hunters, after being wounded in the Woods, came d. f 
realy down to our Litter; which as ſoon as my Miſtreſſe WM o 
Pie and judg'd themſelves in the utmoſt Danger, MW 0 
drew my Simitar, and went to fight the Wild Beat: b 
But as I had very little * and was not ſo far {Ml 1 
recover'd, as to be able to defend myſelf, the Bull dif. MW f. 
mounting me, thruſt his Horn into my Horſe's Guts, c 
trampled upon me, and left me almoſt dead, and quite MW 2 
out of my Senſes. The Women made a Sbift to reach MW v

My Grandmother abandon'd herſelf n 
to Deſpair, and my young Miſtreſs committed ſuch E. n 
travagances, as amaz d me, when I afterwards heard of W \ 
em. Having ſtript me ſtark naked, and gat a Surgeon WWF b 
to ſearch me, they found I had no Symptoms of Lite, 

and gave me over: However, as they could not content Wl n 
themſelves, that a Man of their Blood ſhould die unci- W 1: 
cumcis'd, they reſolv'd to make me undergo that cruel n 
Operation, believing I was not then able to oppoſe em. I r 
For this end, they ſent for the Dervis who had cate- Wl - 
chiz'd me, and who liv'd but half a Mile from the Place WM ti 


where we were. Being come, he comforted my Miſtrel- WW 2 
ſes 3 and after he had (aid his Prayers, came towards ne, Wl ! 
and purify'd me, by throwing two or three Pails of Vr! 
ter upon my Body; But —— could make me lit 1 
At laſt, after ſeveral repeated Cries, he aſk'd me, Whe- Wl h 
ther I would not believe in God, adore him, and list tl 
in the Law that he had given to Men by his great Ito T 
phet Mahner? My Miſtrefſes anſwering for me, II b 
the curſed Dervis had certainly out off my Fore-Skin, I b 
had not the Pain the Knife put me in rowz'd me outs ö 


my Swoon. *Tis impoſſible to expreſs the Rage 1 
| 5 10, 
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in, when I ſaw myſelf in that Condition. The Opera- 
tion was but half perform'd; but I loſt a great deal of 
Blood, and knew not how to ſtop it. My old Miſtreſs 
would fain have perſuaded me, to let the Dervis go 
through ſtitch with this Work; but the Look I gave 
her without ſpeaking a Word, turn'd her as pale as En- 
ry itſelf, She went from me, and ſent a Slave to de- 
fire me, at leaſt, to make uſe of aſtringent Powders, in 
order to put a ſtop to the great Flux of Blood. On the 
other hand, I was uncapable of Advice, and would fain 
have died. At laſt, the Heat of my Paſſion being over, 
found my Strength decay, and left falling into my 
former Weakneſs, they ſhold renew their Attempt to 
circumciſe me, I bad the Slave go and fetch a Surgeon, 
and told 'em, they had beſt take care not to let the 
wretched Dervis come near me again, for that I would 
certainly murder him, tho? I ſhould be impal'd alive the 
next Moment; and, That if it were not fer ſome Con- 
ſiderations, I'd murder all the Perſons that had had a 
hand in their barbarous Wickedneſs. At that very Mi- 
nute, Mariola enter'd my Room, and bad me moderate 
my Paſſion, and hear the Excuſes that would be offer'd 
me for what they had done. Then ſhe made me eat a 


| Meſs of Soupe, and ſome Sweetmeats, which ſhe had 


been order'd to bring me. 

It was now Night, and, conſequently, the whole Fa- 
mily thought of betaking themſelves to Reſt ; when 
lomebody knock'd at the Door, as if they were in the 
moſt violent Haſte. The Slave who went to the Door, 
return'd and told his old Miſtreſs, That a Man at the 
Door wanted to ſpeak with her. She bad him defire 
the Gentleman to walk in; And who ſhould ir be, but 
4 young Merchant of Marſeilles, whoſe Name was N.. .. ? 
His Buſineſs was, to give my Miſtreſs an Account of the 
ad Misfortune which had befallen her eldeſt Son, who 
was made a Slave by the French Corſairs. He aſſur'd 
her, That he defended himſelf very valiantly, and kill'd 
the Captain of the Frenchmas with his own Hand; 
That he had receiv'd Five Wounds in his Body 3 That 
his Brother, who was Lieutenant ot the ſame Corſair, 
had ſent him this News in a Letter; and that if ſhe 
had a mind to ranſom her Son, ſhe had nothing to do, 
ut to pay him 50 Crowns; and, That he would en- 
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ing ; which was ſo redoubled by this after-clap, that 
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e to procure his Releaſe, by tranſmitting a Note to 
is Brother. This Piece of News alarm'd the whole 
Family; and all the Women ran to my Grandmother' 
Apartment. It was ſoon brought to me by Mariola, who 
came and told me, That I was reveno'd upon 'em for 
the Trick they had plaid me; That the Maſter of the 
Houſe was dangerouſly wounded ; That he had fallen 
into the Hands of the French Corſairs; and, that almoſt 
all his Men were loſt with the Ship, which was ſunk in 
the Fight. This Relation, which would have very much 
rejoiced me at another 'Time, rather added to my Af. 
fliction now. I defir'd Mariola to go and tell my Grand- 
mother and my Aunt, That I had my Share of the 
Grief occaſion'd by ſuch a Misfortune; and that if! 
durſt go thither myſelf, they ſhould know how much! 
had their Intereſt at Heart. 

As ſoon as 'twas day, the French Merchant had Or. 
ders to redeem the Captain; for which purpoſe, a Bill 
was deliver'd him, of the Sum he demanded. 
days after, he came back again to return the Bill to my 
Miſtreſs, and to condole the Death of her Son having 
receiv'd freſh Advice, That he died of his Wounds, the 
Fifth day after the Fight, very much lamented, even by 
his Enemies. From the Time that Gentleman firſt came, 


till now, which was Three or Four Days, there was no- 
thing to be heard in the Houſe, but Howling and Cry.

in all re ſpects, to be as zealous a Muſſulman of the Lay, 
as any at all. 

Azemire thought herſelf ſo indebted to him for my

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I was very unealy all the reſt of the Day. Zaid, 
ſtill trembling for my Lite, was all in Tears, and would 
fain have acquainted 4zemire with my Detign.

fir'd her to do nothing that might make me change my 
Reſolution ; alledging, That it were to lote my Aﬀecti- 
on, and that ſhe might conſider, whether of us Two ſhe 
had moſt Eſteem for. Nevertheleſs, ſhe reiterated her 
Prayers and Intreaties, and defir'd Mariola, who had al- 
ways been ſucceſsful in bringing me over to her Party, 
to diſſuade me from ſo dangerous a Deſign, Maru: 
was, indeed, ſo witty, that I had a fincere Regard to 
what ſhe ſaid, were it only upon that A-count. I owe

In this fearful Condition, we eſpy'd a Barque, parte 
which, making down directly upon us, came either » i 
fave us from Shipwreck, or to lay us in Irons; for we 
could not diſcern, at ſo great a Diſtance, whether ſhe 
was Friend or Foe. Ar lait, it prov'd to be a Tur 
Corſair, which, having made Fifteen or Twenty Chri 
ſtians Slaves upon the Coaſts of Calabria, was returning 
home with his Prize. Our Captain, who was a brate 
Gentleman, and had formerly commanded the Galleys d 
Malta, knew, at firſt Sight, what he had to do. He 
began to inſpire us with Sentiments of Chriſtianity, and 
exhorted us rather to die on that Occaſion, than, by x 
Surrender, ro yield ourſelves Slaves. His Four luſh 
Malteze Valets, his Gentleman, and the Eight Sailer, 
who had the Management of our Veſſel, all well arma 
_ to ſtand by him to the laſt Drop of their Blood, 
hereupon, ſaid the Captain, Let us aim at the Ene- 
my's Commander; for if once he drop, we are Maſter 
of the Barque : Let us, therefore, pretend to ſurrender, 
and while we are making him our Compliments, ſpare 
him not. Never were Orders better executed. The 
Enemy came up to attack us; but were {urpriz'd to find 
us in a yielding Poſture, and imploring their Aſſiſtance. 
They threw us a Rope, and the Corſair himſelf relenting 
at the Sight of me, took me by the Hand, and afſurd 
me, I ſhould be the Miſtreſs of his Heart, and of all he 
had in the World. At that moment, the Pirates went 
to diſarm our Men, and to load 'em with Chains; but 
were prevented by our Fire-Arms.

„be intolerable Vexation of your Abſence, the Fear of 
not finding you, and the Fatigue ſhe had undergone at 
Sea, had ſo impair'd her Health, and weaken'd her 
whole Frame, that her Decay was vifible, as Wax be 
fore the Fire ! At length, ſhe died, with the Word La 
zaiſem in her Mouth! Not long before ſhe expir'd, ſhe

Zaide, with all her Charms, had never gain'd my real

At lat, 
Lcould no longer forbear ſpeaking to the Marchioneſ,, 
but diſcover'd myſelf, and agreeably ſurpriz'd my Siſter, 
by telling her who I was. You are a meer Proteus, ſaid 
that lovely Girl 5 and I muſt confeſs, that you alone are 
a' glaring Inſtance of the Power of Love : But after all 
my Joy for ſeeing you fo near us, I cannot but fear, the 
Queen knows of your-new Metamorphoſis.

No ſooner bad Ireceiv'd this Letter, but I retir'd to. a 
dull, ſhady Walk, as well to read it, as to be at Liberty 
to make my melancholy Reflections thereon ! Nor was! 
ever touch'd with ſo great Tenderneſs and Compaſſion in 
all my Life! Every Word drew a Sigh from my Heart ! 
and not a Line but melted me into Tears! And theſe, 
join'd with my Groans, drew the Cardinal into the 
ce of my Retirement ! Coming ſoftly upon me, be 
ſnatch'd the Letter out of my Hand, which I was going 
to read over again! and ſo left me in the greateſt Fright 

I was ever ſenſible of. Then I reſolv'd, at once, to 
ſtick at no which might give me Satisfaction; and 
running up to him, I took him round the middle, threw 
vp his Heels, recovered my Letter from him, and gave 
bim ſo many Blows upon his Stomach, that I left him 
for dead. After the Commiſſion of this Violence, | 
confider'd, chat it was high Time for me to make my E- 
ſcape 3” And accordin ly having taken off the Plaiſter 
which cover'd my Fe: Eye, and ſet my ty'd-up- Leg at 
Liberty, 1 leap'd the Wall, and gain'd the Sabinion 
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lountains. Thence I proceeded towards Tuſcany, beg- 


ring all the way I went ; (for I had not quitted my Beg- 


* Garb) and arriv'd at Florence, about a Fortnight 
far! pry left Tivoli, I went to the Convent of the 
Holy-Croſs, thinking to have met with Father Franciſco- 
Maria, Provincial of that Province, who was my gene- 
tous Protector; but that Gentleman was then at Bologna. 
Wherefore, making no Sray at Florence I took the 
Route of the Apennine Mountains, and lay at Logano, in 
Convent of Recollects, whoſe Charity I demanded in 
che Name of God!

J told 'em, I was a great Sinner, and came from 
game; That my Penance obliged me to beg Alms in the 
Rags they ſaw me in: and, That the better to mortify 
my Fleſh, 1 always took the longeſt and worſt Roads. 
The good Women ſeeming concern'd at my Condition, 
I had the Boldneſs to ask em for ſomething to eat; but 
they excus'd themſelves under Pretence of — and 
aur d me, that they did not eat Bread above tour or 


ee times a Lear. Thus, I perceiv'd, I muſt either pe- 


iſh, or make uſe of my Wits, to get ſomething out of 
thoſe old Beldams. Accordingly, CY our Conver- 
ſation into a Diſcourſe on the Wickedneſs of Conjurers 3 
and having told 'em ſome Stories which I pretended to 
know the Truth of, I aſſur'd em, that his Holineſs had 
furniſh'd me with conſecrated Wax, whoſe Vertue was 
ſuch, that it would defend one againſt any kind of 
Vitehcraft whatever. Some of this they immediately 
demanded 3 but I gave em to underſtand, that they 
muſt firſt go and fetch me ſomething to eat, and then 
would wake 'em ſufficient Amends for their 33

Away hobbled my two Old Women to their Cottage 
and made a quick Return, accompany d by ſeven or cigh 
young Men, and very Jy Maids, whoſe Beauty made 
me forget my Hunger for ſome time. Fhad made, again 
their Arrival, ſeveral little Croſſes of Wax, of a Tapet 
which I took at Logano; and thoſe Highlanders valud 
my Preſents more than all the 4gnu's Deis in Rome. The 
gave me, in Exchange, ſome of their Fruit and Wine; 
and 1 took ſo much Pleaſure in both, that I began to D 
envy em their ruſtical Way of Living. In ſhort, had my th 
Heart been leſs ſwell'd with ambition, I ſhould have re. 1 
ſolv'd to live in that Place, free from the Noiſe and A 
Clutter of the World; to which 1 was powerfully WW * 
tempted, by the Youth and Beauty, and Angelick Mo, © 
defty of one of thoſe Country-Girls. She was, indeed, al 
foevery way charming, and glanc'd ſuch Darts from her b 
killing Eyes, that I was pertectly thunder: ſtruck, and 
forgot, while I look'd on her, all the Beauties I had 
ever ſeen before. I view'd her with that Attention and 
Earneftncſs, that her Mother ſuſpe&ing the Truth of 
my Paſſion, bad her Daughter follow her. Then turn- 
ing about, all the little Troop march'd off, and took their 
Leaves with a Buona Sera a vo Signoria 3 which is 8 
much as to ſay, Goodnight t ye.

As ſoon as it was light, I paid my Landlotd, and ſet out 
for Bologna, where Larriv'd about Three in the Afternoon. 
I went directly to the Church of the Cordeliers, and afk'd 
the Porter, Whether Father Angelo the Provincial was 
at home? who. anſwering, Yes; I defir'd he would tel 
him, that a Stranger defir'd to be conſeſs'd by him, who 
was come above a hundred Leagues to adviſe with bim 
bout an extraordinary Caſe of great Importance. The 
rovincial, thereupon, repair'd to the Confeſſion-Chait, 
where I expe&ed him upon my Knees. I made myſe! 
Known to him, and having told him all my ame”) 
| ekz, 
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ces, he aſſut d me, that he had Orders from the Superior, 
and even from the Pope himſelf, to ſeize me; That, 
however, he would not offer me that Affront, becauſe 
he found, by the Account I had juſt given him, that I 
was lels guilty than unfortunate: Beides, 1 won't ſeize 
Joch, adaed he, becauſe I have only Orders to ſeize Fa- 
ther Colli; and you don't look like Him, in the Garb 1 
now ſee you in; Nor can | expole you to an evident 
Danger, by rea ſon my Affection tor you is ſtilbthe ſame, 
tho you are in this forlorn and milerable Plight: On 
the contrary, you are dearer to me in your Adverſity ;

N with a Letter in his Hand. Theres a Letter, ſaid be, di- 
0 tected to Signor Moroſini, who ſent to me for a Maſter 
Fd of Philoſophy, and the other Parts of Learning, to in- 
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lla itruct his Son. In it, I defire him not only to receive 
a0 jou for that end, but to grant you his Protection, and 
alf to procure you that of the Republick, againſt your Per- 
iy. iecutors, Go, there fore; and I'll be anſwerable for the 
aſk oucceſs of your Journey. Your Enemies are not im- 
ef, mortal; and unconſtant Fortune will not be always con- 
out tant in tormenting you. He gave me Ten Piftoles to 
00. buy me a Suit of Cloaths fit to appear in before that 
Id Noble Venetian; and taking my 2 of my good 


friend, with equal Affection and Gratitude, I continu'd 
my Journey quite to Vence, under the ſame Beggar's 
Diſguiſe, without meeting with the leaſt Adventure 
therein, except that of a young Girl, diſguis'd like a 
Boy, who had provok'd her Parents by too great Fami- 
larity with a young Man in their Village, and was 
fore'd to fly from the Effect of their Anger. She kept 
us Company from Rovigi to Padua. At Night, we 

| todg'd 
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lodg'd together in the ſame Inn, and the ſame Char 
ber; and ſhe diſcover'd to me her Sex, of which! waz 
ignorant the whole day. Nor was this all: She could 
no longer contain herſelf, but begg'd of me to be con- 
fant to her, promiſing I ſhould want for nothing if] 
would but marry her, or pretend I had marry'd her. | 
conſented to all her Demands ; and ſo ſhe bore my Char- 
ges from Padua to Venice. The day after our Arrival, | 
told her I would go and look for a Lodging in ſome plea- 
{ant Part of the City; but went directly to the Jews Street 
to buy me the Habit of my Order, to preſent myſelf be- 
fore Signor Moroſini: And thus I got rid of poor Apollonia, 
for that was the Name which my young Adventurer went 
by. The Jew to whom I apply'd myſelf, was a good Old 
Man, very knowing in their Law, and particularly well 
vers'd in the Cabaliſtick Learning. He treated me with a. 
bundance of Civility; and J defir'd him to furniſh me 
with what I wanted.

him; infomuch that I myſt needs ſay, I never met with 
ſo many excellent Qualities concenter'd in the ſame Per- 

| fon, In leſs than Two Years and a half, he was capable 
of returning an Anſwer, as to the Opinions of all the 
Ancient — Modern Philoſophers, and was admitted 
Doctor of Laws at Padua, from whence he return d 
crown'd with the Bays of Honour. Never were more 
grateful and generous Sentiments expreſs'd, than thoſe 
which that young Lord utter'd in my Favour. I found 
conſiderable Preſents every day upon my Table, and 
none ever liv'd more contentedly than I did, in that ho- 
nourable Retreat, in which I laid up above 500 Sequins. 
All the Learned in Venice courted my Acquaintance ; and 
| had no other Thought to obſtru& the Courſe of my 
Happineſs, that that of the Marchionefs's Death, Ad- 
vice whereof was ſent to me by the Provincial of Ho- 
rence, who aſſured me, at the fame time, that Roſalia 
was retired to the Convent of S. Sylveſter, where his Si- 
fler was, He likewiſe ſent me word, how inveterate 
the Pope was againſt me; and that his Holineſs had or- 
der d his Nuncio at Venice, to ſeize me privately, and 
ſend me to Rome. He mention'd no more of the Queen 
| to me, than that Cardinal C.., whom I had fo abuſed, 
vs in Diſgrace with her Majeſty of Sueden. Mean time, 
. 1 found myſelf ſo well fkreen'd at Venice, that tho I 
ſhould ſcarce have done it in any other Place, yet I con- 

d WM tinud to viſit my Friends, and to learn the Oriental 
Languages. Rabbi Iſaac was my Maſter above a Year ; 
and | went to his Houſe every day to learn my Leſſon, 
n, and conferr with him about Matters of Antiquity. That 
I = Man took ſuch a Fancy to me, that one day, when

d not a Few, as well as he, by reaſon he had a mind to 
give me Inſtructions which it was not lawful for him to 
e. teveal to any but thoſe of his own Nation. Having 
head much of this Jew's Skill in the Science of the 
bala, I defired him to give me ſome Experience of it, 
to convince me, that that Science was not a Chimera ; 
J. uad then ſhewing him my Hand, I told him, that I had 
de br fome Years felt a kind of Pain in it; and that1 
would wiſh, he would examine his Cabala, to know 
whence 
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whence the ſame might proceed. He was ſo complaifant 
as to condeſcend to my Requeſt ; and I was never mor 
ſurprized, than when he told me, in two Hebrew Verſe, 
that in a Dream which I had dreamt at Rome, my Fx 
ther's Murderer appear d to me, and imprinted that Pain 
in my Hand. Nor did my Curioſity lead me to ack ary 
farther Queſtions at that time ; but I was ſeiz d with an

I ſpent the Night in ſtudying Methods to engage my

Learned and Curious, in order to be inſtructed in ſome- 
thing Mechanick, which, 1 foreſaw, would be one day 
ſerviceable to me. One of the moſt ingenious, honeſ 


Men, that ever I contracted a Friendſhip withall, waa 


Gentleman of Meſſina, named John Baptiſt Colonna, who 
had been obliged to run his Country, for his Inclina- 


tion to the French Intereſt, and was reduced to the Ne- 


ceſſity of getting his Bread by Pleading, and ſeveralother 


"ingenious Fanci-s, which diverted his Melancholy, and 
.charm'd away his Cares. This Gentleman taught me 
how to make all ſorts of rr and Perfumes, as well 


for the Complexion as Health of the Ladies, and a thov- 
land other uſeful and diverting Curioſities. I ſpoke to 
him ſeveral times concerning the Cabala ; and he aflurd 
me, that as it was known by none but the Feng, if ve 
could but get an Inſight into that Science, our Fortune 
would be mis d to a Pinacle envy'd by the greatel 
Princes in the World, But that Science promiſes a great 
deal more than it performs, as I afterwards found by Er- 
perience, Mean time, the little Knowledge I had of it 
made me fo deſirous to get more, that not thinking 
any other Method whereby to gain fo great Confiders 
| mY; BY G9 2 g 
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with my Rabbi, I pretended Love to his Danghtes and 
gave her Room to hope for all ſhe deſired. But 1 de- 
ceived myſelf very fooliſhly, by entring into ſuck 
Engagements with that fair Jeweſs, as I knew not how 
to extricate myſelf from. And hence did my Enemies 
take Occaſion to perplex me. I was indeed aware, that 
ſuch a Paſhon would prove very injurious to me; and to 
event its Conſequences, endeavour'd to break the 
eck of it, by keeping from her, and viſiting no more 
the charming Eſther, Daughter of my eſteem d Rabbi. 
Accordingly, I feign d myſelf ſick; and the Report of 
my Indiſpoſition occaſion d me ſeveral troubleſome Viſits. 
I had not livd above three or four days, thus retired 
from the Hurry of the World, when, one Morning, 
ſomebody knock'd at my Door with a Suſcitaro, Im- 
mediately I ran to ſee who it could be, that was in fo 
much Haſte, and ſo uncivil. Who fhould enter, but a 
ung Abbot, of a graceful Mien, and well-ſhaped, mas 
Ling abundance of 2 — for the Freedom he had taken 
in giving me that Diſturbance, and deſiring me to par- 
don his Boldneſs in coming to conſult me about a Caſe 
of the laſt Importance? He aſſured me farther, that it was 
owing to my own Merit only, that he was thus impor- 
tunate; for you are every where had in great Venera- 
tion, continu d he; and we have Recourſe to You, as to 
an Oracle. This Compliment being pronounced with an 
extraordinary good Grace, made me look, with more At- 
tention, on the Abbot who expreſs'd it: But I was fo 
darar d with his ſweet Looks, that I did not know the 
beautiful Signora Efher, undet that Metamorphoſis, 
which had been fatal to her, had it been found out, that 
ſhe l on Prieſt's Apparel: For as ſhe was a Jeneſi by 
Birth, the Inquiſition would have trounced her ſeverely 
for her ingenious Diſguiſe. The Caſe ſhe propoſed to 
me was this: I am, ſaid ſhe, a young Abbot of Cremona ; 
but had always had an entire Averfion againſt all that 
they call Revenues of the Church, Nevertheleſs, I have 
ad in View, for ſome days paſt, a ſmall Benefice, 
lituzte in the fineſt Country in the World; and would 
pre all I am worth to get Poſſeſſion thereof.

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nefice that concerns my Heart! I am not willing to in- 
curr the Charge of Simon), but muſt be plain to tell you, 
that 1 find myſelf under au Obligation to do am thing 
to gain this important Point. Thinking to have ar- 
ſwer'd an Abbot, who had done me the Honour to ask 
my Advice, I gave him a ſuccin& Expoſition of the Law 
and Canons of the Church, with reſpe& to the unjuſt 
Acquiſition. of Ecclefiaftical Livings ; and having laid 
down the Objections of both ſides, and explain d to him 
the Nature of the Demand which Simon Magus made to 
the Apoſtles, and particularly Simon's Meaning as to the 
Power of buying the Holy Ghoſt; 1 concluded with 
telling the Abbot, that be could not otherwiſe obtain that 
Benehce, than by Permutation, Refignation, or a free 
and unbyafſs'd Collation ; by reaſon the Law was very 
nice and formal upon that Subject. Thereupon, my pe 
tended Abbot got up in a great Heat, and exclaim d in 
ſuch a manner againſt the Laws of the Church, that ! 
found it was Signora Efther in that Diſguiſe. She would 
fain have taken her Leave, and retired; but I threw mi- 
ſelf at her Feet, and talk d with fo much Paſſion to her, 
that, at laſt, the charming Jeweſs permitted me to adore 


her. In a word, in vain had 1 fled the Power of her 


Charms ; and I found, in my cloſeſt Retirement, the 
Image of that killing Female ſtill uppermoſt in my Fancy, 
But how did the Sight of her, and the Invention ſhe had 
made uſe of to fee me, add an invincible Strength and 
Vigour to my Paſſion ! 1 yielded myſelf her Friſoner 
at Diſcretion, factificed all the Motions of my Soul to 
Her Pleaſure, and ſwore a thouſand frightful Oaths, that, 
to convince her of the Sincerity of my Affection, 
would obey all her Commands, and cloſe with all her 
Wiſhes. Theſe Proteſtations utter d, fetching a deep 
Sigh, ſhe told me, that our different Religions made us 
both miſerable ; that ſhe had a mind to ſee clearly into 
that profound Abyſs; and, that if I could convince her, 
or ſhe me, we might enjoy a Happineſs to be em) d, 
but not equal d. . - It is a difficult Matter, for a Man 


of Senſe and Spirit, not to take up with the Religion of 


her who is ſole Miſtreſs of his Heart. And 1 could 
quote innumerable Examples of this kind, which have 


given no little Scandal to the Church, had not I flinted 


myſelf to the writing of Memoirs only. 120

dreſs; in a word, who was ſo every way agreeable, that 
Icy, rank (the young Jeweſs) was but too ſenlible of his 
erit.

and, as the Fews never ſtand upon the Nobleneſs of Fa- 
milies, but (all the Tribes being now blended together) 
eſteem, alike, ſuch as are honour d with the Character of 
God's peculiar People, made no Difficulty of raiſing the 
Fortune of a Child of Irael, by marrying his Daughter 
to him.

25 
tion, and aſſured me, that his Holineſs was fo well fatif- 
fyd with my Reaſons, that he had charged him to pro» | 
te& me on all Occaſions, I receiv'd, with abundance of 
oy, the News of my Enlargement, and of the Honour 
2 Holineſs was pleas d to do me. The Danger I had 
eſcaped, join d with my Ambition, ſoon banith'd Love 
from my Heart. I thought no more, either of the beau- 
tiful Efber, or of her Father; but having learnt the C- 
lala, had got all I aim'd at, by A N myſelf a Few; 
But Eſther, who regarded me as her Husband, and with 
whom I had liv'd as ſuch, for the ſpace of eight Months, 
roy'd to be with Child. She was inform'd of my En- 
gement by Spies whom ſhe had employ'd for that pur- 
pile; and finding 1 did not come home to her, and con.

Having thus vi- 
ſited his Holineſs, and declared my Defire to go, in the |

That all Rowe had been alarm'd at the News of my Apo- 
ſacy at Venice; and, That my Ruin would be unlament- 
ed by all, after the ſcandalous Character they had given 
of me, 1 anſwer'd, with Tears in my Eyes, That I 
lock d upon my Ruin as inevitable; but that I was go- 
ing to loſe myſelf in Philoſophy ; and that all Exrope 
would ſpeedily be alarm'd at the diſmal Events which I 
was about to foretell, in the Explication of the Comet. 
Mean time, I deſired Pietrocio, not to be of the Number 
of my Enemies, and that if he would not relieve me, 
at leaſt, he would afford me Pity.

This Report was induſtriouſly infinuated 
even among the Mobb, with ſuch black and aggravating 
Circumſtances, that nothing was to be heard in the 
Streets, but Fuoco, Fuoco, Fire and Faggot for the Broz- 
chers of Hereſy ! The next thing- was, to find out the 
Perſon, who aſſerted thoſe. damnable Poſitions, And az 
it would take from the Strength and Credit of the Ca- 
lumny, to pick out one from among the Vulgar, I was 
pitch d upon for the Sacrifice, and charged with propa- 
ating Errors, which, God knows, I never dreamt of. 
Nay, the very day that the Officers of the Inquiſition 
ſeiz'd me, I thought of nothing leſs than ſuch a Diſ- 
grace, ſince but the day before, I had been aſſured, on 
the part of the Pope, that I might depend upon the firſt 
Promotion. On the day that I was condemn'd at Li 
Minerva, where the whole City of Rome had placed 
themſelves upon Scaffulds, I was the moſt ſurprized of 
any Man alive, to hear the Proceſs read againſt me; 
whereof I had not before heard the leaſt Syllable! Nor 
was I ſufferd to plead in my own Defence, but they 
condemn'd me to perpetual Impriſonment, without per- 
emitting me to anſwer one Word! Two Fellows from 
the very Riff- raff of the People, were condemn'd toge- 
ther with me; one a Taylor, the other a Cobbler ; both 
of 'em accus'd of having imbibed and cultivated my Er- 
rors, and of repairing to Nocturnal Aſſemblies, where- 
in the moſt deteſtable Proſtitution paſs'd for a kind of 
Oriſon. When J came out of the Church, they con- 
duced me to the Chamber of the Inquiſition, where the 
Inquiſitor gave me the Abſolution, ſcourged me, and put 
me on the Penitential Habit.

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him no manner of Concern. Daily and hourly did we 
comfort each other, with the Hopes of a ſpeedy End of 
our Miſerable Lives; and contracted a moſt ſtrict and 
cloſe Friendſhip, without ſeeing one another; for we 
communicated our Thoughts to each other, thro a thick 
Wall, in which we had, with Time and Pains, ſcratch'd 
a Hole with our Finger-Nails, I muſt needs fay, I ne- 
ver met with a Friend ſo eaſy in Adyerlity, and ſo pa- 
tient under Afflictions, as that Spaniard was, For, not- 
withſtanding the Rancour, and Malice, and Injuſtice of 
his Enemies, I never heard him utter the leaſt Complaint 
apainſt them, nor, indeed, any Word that might argue 
Impatience. For my part, I knew not what to think of 
him; but if he was really guilty of the Crimes laid to 
his Charge, he was alſo arrived to the higheſt Pitch of 
that Prayer of Quietneſs, which rais'd him above all the 
Accidents, and Troubles, and Incumbrances of this mor- 
tal]Life. To ſpeak Truth, I had not acquired ſo ſublime 
a Philoſophy ; but my Mind, incens'd by the Fall I had 
juſt receiv'd, and the Shame of having fail'd in Prudence, 
with reſpect to my Enemies, was in continual Agita- 
tion, and debarr'd me the Comforts of a Moments's in- 
ward Reſt!

potting me to Death, and therefore J ought to die 
like a Philoſopher; that the People were intens d 2. 
gainſt me; chat the Anathema had been pronounced 
" gainſt my Book; and, that they thirſted for my Blood, 
to atorie for the horrid Blaſphemies which I had ſpey/'g 
"Out againſt Feſus Chriſt, 1 gave an eaſy Far to all theſe 

articulars of ſuch a cruel and adverſe Fate! You will 
"have the Maſſola, added he, with an Air of Melancholy;

Mean time, 
I made very few Reflexions on Eternity; and whether 
my Stoical Vertue was rather a Stupidity occaſion d by 
Fear, than a generous Motion; I was ready to die, 
without once thinking of what would become of me af. 
ter Death, I never confider'd myſelf either as a Son of 
the Church, or as a Child of Jſrael ; but waited for 
Death, as the Thing that would deliver me from all my 
Troubles. The Deſire I had to die, was purely Mate- 
rial, and had nothing of the Good Man in it. On 
Tueſday in the Holy-Vitel about Six in the Evening, I 
heard ſomebody open the Wicket of the Dormer-Win.

There you are never troubled with the Sight of Beggars 
fre Legs and der Filthineſs; nor does the Stink there- 
ok inkect the Churches, as in ſome other Places: There, 
neither does the Uſury or Knavery of the Burghery 
breaſe the Wheels of the Counſellors Chariots, nor ſuf- 
fer the Attorney to build or buy ſtately Houſes: There 
an exact Polity awes the Butchers and Bakers, and makes 
he Alchoofe-Wives ſpin. In a word, I faw at _ 
; e ; x 8 mat 
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that which I never did in any other Part of the Wong! 
that is, a great City, which ſeem'd to be but as one 
Houſe, always regulated by Labour, and always thrivin 
by Trade. Alas! world J often ſay, admiring ſuch 2 
lent Orders, Are not theſe Inhabitants true Chriſtian, 
fince they. expreſs, by all their Actions, the Maxims gf 
1 Chriſt. And can I think, tlfat ſo Pure and Evarge. 
ical Vertues are of no Uſe to ſuch a Number of good 
Men, whom the Catholicks condemn ? This Thought 
perplex d me for ſome time; and as I lodg'd at an 1 
lies, who had formerly been a Monk of my Orde, 
and had left the Monaſtery upon the Account of ſome 
ill Uſage he had receiv'd, I ask d his Nl of the 
Tenets wh: ch are there profeſs d? My Landlord gave 
me an Account of, his Faith, without abundance of He. 
ſitation; but as he ſeem'd ignorant in ſeveral Matten 
which I put to him, I would not rely on his Deciſion 
of my Doubts, but made it my Buſineſs to infinute 
myſelf into the Converſation and Acquaintance of the 
Miniſters. Signor Beneditti, a Lucqueſe, who was indeed 
a great Scholar, but infinitely conceited, was the, Pet. 
fon, who then made the greateſt Noiſe, and charmed 
his Hearers with his Eloquence. I found Means to gait 
his Converfation, under Pretence of inſtructing myſelf 
In the Religion of that Place ; but he was ſo extremely 
diſingenuous in his Expoſition of the Paſſages of Scip 
ture, the natural Senſe of which he frequently mangled, 
and in his Quotations of the Fathers, whom he always

that the | Rewan-Catholicks practis'd quite otherwiſe 
than they believ'd ; and that the pretended KReform'd be- 
liev'd quite otherwiſe than they practis'd. Being thus 
equally. diffatisfy'd with one and t'other, I ſtuck to ny 
Fadaiſm ; but to a Spiritual Judaiſm, which, without 
imbibing the groſs Errors of the Rabbins, worſhips one 
God the Ceaior, and expects a Deliverer, to put an end 
to the Misfortunes, in which our firſt Parents involvd 
us ſo many Ages ago. Having vindicated my ventt- 


ments ole day, in the Preſence of ſeveral Miniſter, 
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and the principal Elders of the City, whether my Diſ- 
-ourſe had made any Impreſſion upon their Minds, or 
whether they fear d an Emotion in the Republick, if 
I ſhould at any time ſpeak in Publick, they conceived 
the Deſign of taken away my Life. But as they wanted 
a Pretence; they came and enquired of my Landlord, 
who I was?

All the il- 
luſttious Wretches, who have felt the Rigours of that 
Tribunal, offer up Complaints and Prayers to God, a- 
uinſt the crying Barbasities committed therein. There 
you may ee an infinite Number of rich Chriſtians treated 
like Jeus, on purpoſe to get their Money from them 3 
and Judges honour'd with the Title of Chriſtians, tho; 
they are acted by the Spirit and Temper of the Synagegue, 
Ina word, the Caſe drawn up before the Perſons of the, 
Blefſed Trinity: The Juſtice of the Father, pronounces, 
Anathema againft the Injuſtice of the Inquiſitors, who, 
wuſe the Power he has put into their Hands: The Wiſs 
dom of the Son pronounces Anathema againſt the wrong 
Meaſures which the Inquiſitors take, to recall the Jews 
ind the Wicked to the Church; reproaching them, that 
1s Spirit is a Spirit of Meekneſs and Peace, and not a, 
irt of Fear and Slayery.

coming, one day, to ſee him, and knowing the Face of 
the young Gentlewoman in that Venut, had a mind to 
dive to the Bottom of the whole Aﬀair. But he kept 
not the Secret ; for, being intimate at a certain Mini- 
ſter's, to ingratiate himſelf farther with him, let him 
into the whole Myſtery, enlarging very much upon the 
Beauty of the Figure.

Paſt Ages never brought upon = Stage ſo ad- 
mirable a Comedian, nor in the Cabinet one of his 
Wiſdom and Gravity, He never troubled himſelf with 
Trifles, but maintain'd his Greatneſs of Mind by all the 
nobleſt and moſt generous Manners. As ſoon as he fay 
me, he told me, that'he had taken the Liberty to ſend 
for me, becauſe he would regale me with a Deſſert, 
which ſhould not be diſagreeable to me. When we roſe 
from Table, we went into his Cloſet ; where he aſſured 
me, that one of the Nuncio's Officers had ſpoke to him

Afterwards, I made an 
Apoplectick Balſam, and counterfeited Amber and Musk 
ſo nicely, and vended them ſo ſucceſsfully, that in four 
or five Months time, I had got four thouſand Livres, 
The Truth is, Marſeilles is the only Place in the World, 
for a Man to get an Eſtate by ſuch kind of Trifles. The 
People are even fond of Strangers; and their Frankneſs 
of Temper , join'd with their admirable Honeſty in 
Dealing, makes one connive at a kind of lively, but al- 
moſt brutiſh, Humour, to which they are ſubject. The 
Women of Marſeilles are, generally, handſome, very 
wanton and volage, and greater Lovers of Pleaſure than 
Expence, They are, however, generous and faithful in 
their Love; nor is there an Extremity that they will 
not run into, to revenge themſelves on the Treachery of 
the other Sex. In a word, Marſeilles furniſhes all man- 
ner of Pleaſures ; and the Fields and City are fo charm- 
ingly diſpoſed, that-the Whole looks like a Place ſet a- 
part for Pleaſure and good Living. The Women, in all 
Conditions, are we 7 at Intrigue, and have ſingular In- 
ventions to chowſe their Husbands and Relations, who 
are generally taken up either with Merchandizing, or 
Fiſhing, I can't forbear relating here an Adventure 
which befell an old Merchant, upon Account of a 
— Wife, with whom he was deſperately in 

ve. | 

The Merchant, who was an old Batchelor, about Se- 
venty Years of Age, would never enter into the Holy 
date, becauſe he had never, in his whole Life, met 
with a cruel Woman, He had had a fine Shape, was 
extremely gallant, and liberal even to Profuſeneſs; and 
twas a luck Hit for a coquetiſh Lady to have made the 
Conqueſt of ſach an accompliſh'd Lover. A Fiſherman's 
Wife, young, handſome, and newly marry'd, was the 
Rock on which the old Merchant was to ſplit. He ſavy 
ber in the Walks, admired and commended her Beauty, 
ms charm'd with her genteel Air, and was always ding- 
ing the Ears of all the young Beaux in the Walks, with 
the Perfections of his Miftreſs's Beauty. How ridicu- 
lous does an old Dotard make himſelf in the Eyes of 2 
Peron. of good Senſe! An Amour of that Age, how 
toquent ſoever, can never be very agreeable to a young

Perſon. In a word, the young Woman made him 10 
other Anſwer, than by Compliments and genteel Beha. 
viour, The Walk was finiſh'd without any Declaration; 
and our old Beard having met her ſeveral times, at [af 
inform'd her, in S. Lawrence's Church, of the Violence 
of his Paſſion, deſiring her not be cruel, and promi- 
ſing her what Recompence ſhe pleas d.

For my part, I condemn'd the Imprudence of the Fiſhy. 
man, and took Care not to be concern d in any Affair q 
Gallantry with the Perſons of that Town. | 
My only Study at Marſeilles was to get Money; fa | 
had a mind to fave enough while I was young, to main. 
tain me in my old Age. To this end, J made an FE: 
riment of artificial Coral, and preſented a Chaplet of ny 
own making to a Goldſmith, who took it for real Ce. 
ral. I ſpoke to him of my Secret, and he offer d ne 
. 500 Piſtoles for ſo many Pounds of it. In a word, Ire 
_ ceived 200 Piſtoles in part, to encourage me to go about 
my Work. And I had certainly got an Eſtate by tha 
Commodity, if all the Men of that Buſineſs (know 
that their Brother-Trade received ſuch a quinticy 
Counterfeit-Coral, and fearing that it would be the 
Ruin of their Art) had not combined together, to put 
. down our Traffick. I was, therefore, obliged to go from 
Marſeilles to Aix, to plead my ewn Cauſe, which I lo 
| becauſe, indeed, I deſerved ſo to do. I had about One 
Hundred Piſtoles left, of the Two which I had received, 
The Goldſmith was ſentenced to deliver up all the Coun- 
- terfeit-Coral he had, into the Hands of the Syndic of 
their Company; and I was forbid, under ſevere Penal- 
ties, ever to deal any more in that Commodity. While 
I] was at Aix, about my Law: Suit, 1 had a mind to view 
the Curioſities of that fine City. I pretended to bea 
Chineze, and was very deſirous to know, whether, in 
the College of Jeſuites there, none of that Order had 
travel'd thither, and was thereby capable of finding out 
my Impoſture 2 For this purpoſe, I repair'd to the Col. 
lege of thoſe Reyerend Fathers, and asking for the 
Teacher of the Mathematicks, they ſent me a Doctor 
of Philoſophy, who was a very learned and able Man. 
The Mathematicks ſerv'd only for his Diverſion; and! 
had ſcarce been in his Company a quarter of an Hour, 
but I perceiv'd, that in that illuſtrious Body, all the 
Publick Offices were fill'd with Perſons of ſingular Merit 
and Politeneſs ; ſo that one may fitly compare that Col- 
lege to a Seminary, which not the moſt malignant Winds 
can ever blaſt. I ſpoke to him of a Secret for the Me- 
mory, of which he deſired to fee the Experiment. Whete- 
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| fore, havin conducted me into the Library, and call'd 
in ſeveral of the Community, I read over two Leaves of 
the firſt Book they put into my Hands, only once, and 
| repeated em without Book, Word for Word. I pre- 
ſented the Father - Rector with a Viol of Liquor, which 
ſent forth a continual Smoke, as ſoon as it took Air. 


That Secret ſeem'd to them new and marvellous. Mon- 


| fieur de.. . Intendant of that Province, a Gentleman 


of Wit and Gallantry, being inform'd thereof, deſi red 
to ſee me, and having made him the like Preſent, he 


| ozyve me in Return thirty Louis d'Ors, with a thouſand 
| Protefations of his Good-Will and Eſteem. Even a Su- 


perior of the Minims, who was, by Chance, in that 
Town, and had heard of my Ampolla fumente, muſt needs 
ſee it, and gave me fifty Crowns for one. Thus having 
# Money enough, and Janine being come from Mar- 


| ſeilles to Aix, we reſolv d to leave Provence, and took the 


Route of Languedoc, I was extremely defirous to fee 
Montpelier. The Character that Place had gain d for its 
Univerſity of Phyſicians, tempted me to fee it; and 1 
arrived there about the latter end of Autumn, and imme- 
diately ſet up a little Perfumer's Shop. I had made up a 
kind of Waſh-Ball, which brought me the Cuſtom of 
the whole City. I had, moreover, made ſeveral Li- 
quors, cold and hot, very pleaſant and agreeable to the 
Taſte; fo that I had infallibly got an Eſtate in that 
Place, if the Perſumers had not ſent one of their Com- 
pany to me, offering me a hundred Piſtoles, if I would 
retire; and threatning me, in caſe I retuſed, to wreak 
all their Malice upon me, which muſt needs be very dan- 
gerous, I had already but too many Enemies, and En- 
vious, and defired not to add to their Number by my 
Obſtinacy. I accepted their Offer, therefore; and, 
three days after, ſet out for Toulouſe, where I arrived 
by the Canal, on S. Andrew's Day. I was no ſooner 
come to that great City, but I took care, in the firſt 
place, to change my Name and Dreſs. I call'd myſelf 
Rozelli, and by Leave of the e poet: open'd a Shop, to 
gell all ſorts of Liquors and Perfumes. The odd Names 
that I gave to my Waters, drew to my Shop abundance 
of Colton I made it my Buſineſs to receive People 
with an extraordinary civil and obliging Carriage. In a 
word, I found myſelf in a air way of getting as much 


4 Morey 
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Money as I pleas'd in a little time; for 1 ſold nothing 
without a conſiderable Profit, and my Shop was alway, 
crowded with Buyers. Some came for the ſake of the 
Liquors; others to game ; and others, again, purely 
for the Company, which my Houſe was conſtantly ful 
of. Even the Scholars of the Univerſity made me fre. 
quent Viſits. But my Trade did not long flouriſh in this 
manner. At the Return of Spring, the City became al. 
moſt unpeopled. Among the reſt, thoſe who uſed to 
frequent my Houſe went alſo ; ſome to their Country. 
Houſes, others to travel, and others to tranſa& their 
rivate Affairs. The Foreigners, who ſpend the moſt 
oney in Toulouſe, were likewiſe gone. As for the In- 
habitants, it was not by them, in general, that I got m 
Money; for, beſides that they are not rich, becnd 
they have no great Trade, they are naturally covetous, 
tho they are proud, and affect to appear = and mag- 
nificent; in which they are like their Neighbours fa 
Spaniards, Mean time, I' muſt do the Toulosſans the 
Juſtice to ſay, that they are extremely ſprightly and 
quick, and very proper for the Management of Affain, 
ſeldom failing in any of their Undettakings. They are 
alſo very ſincere in all their Actions, and of inviolable 
Fidelity in Traffick. Their Nobility are polite ; and the 
Fair Sex as great Lovers of Gallantry, as in any Place of 
the whole Kingdom of France. In ſhort, the Toulouſans, 
In general, are very ſober; and I obſerv'd, that they are 
eſs Frequenters of the Cabarets, than of the Academies 
and Bookſellers Shops ; and take more Delight in cultiva- 
ting the Mind, than in gratifying the Senſes. And were 
Toulouſe but a Sea- Port, twould be one of the moſt flou- 
— Ns 
When I firſt ſettled in that Town, I pretended to ro- 
thing more than the 'ſelling of Lemonade ; by reafon, 
I thought; I might live in the greateſt Safety under 
that Diſguiſe.” Nevertheleſs, I did not long enjoy the 
Repoſe with which J flatter'd myſelf: There were thoſe 
whoſe Envy carry d em ſo far, as to invent a thouſand 
ſcandalous Lyes, to diſgrace my Houſe. ' At firſt, I heard 
every thing that was ſaid, without much troubling my- 
ſelf about it; for I had made it a Law with me, to let 
the World have their Saying in every thing. Mean time, 
i: People are more ready to believe the Ill, my oy 
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Good, that is ſaid of a Man, the curſed Calumnies 
which were rais d againſt me, found Credit: My Ene- 
mies gain'd their End; and my Houſe became ſuſpected 
by all the Gentlemen who uſed to frequent it. My Af- 
fairs thus growing worſe and worſe, I concluded, that 
Toulouſe was not the Place where I could fix myſelf to 
my Mind. Tis true, when I firſt came, I got Money 
apace ; ſo that had I gone on with the ſame Succeſs, I 
could not have fail'd to get an Eſtate in a ſhort time ; 
But Fortune chopping about, put me upon the Reſolu- 
tion of leaving a Kingdom, every Province whereof had 
Defects ſo intolerable for Foreigners. I had long ago 
thought of retiring to Holland ; but could not go thi- 


| ther, in time of War, without being obliged to\change 


my Name, which was too hazardous. So I reſolv'd to 
remove to ſome Place near theSea-fide ; and accordingly, 
having ſent all my Moveables on board a Boat that was 
going for Bourdeaux, Janine and I arrived there in the 
— of April, 1684. | 
The Proſpect of that fine City ſtruck me with an 
zpreeable Surprize ! The Beauty of its Harbour, the Si- 
wation of its Streets, and charming Air of the Inhabi- 
tants, join'd with a continual Commerce, that draws to 
it all the Riches of the North; all theſe, I ſay, ſoon de- 
termin d me to take up my laſt Abode in ſuch a delight- 
ful Place. As I arrived there in the Spring, I had a great 
Deſire to try, whether the Liquors that were fold there, 
would hinder the Sale of thoſe which I deſign'd to vend. 
| obtain'd Leave to open a Shop, at the Gate of Medoc, 
at the End of S. Katharine-Street ; and found it imme- 
diately crowded with Cuſtomers Thus being poſted in 
the moſt convenient Place I could have wiſh'd, my Profit 
was ſo conſiderable, that in two or three Months I had 
gain d, in Bourdeaux, about 200 Piſtoles. Nevertheleſs, 
this was not the Subject of my greateſt Joy at Bourdeaux : 
But the evident Marks of Friendſhip and Eſteem, which 
| receiv'd from Meſſieurs de Sourdis and Rupertaire, the 
former Governor of Gaienne,” and the other of (a- 
fle-Trompette , join'd with their Protection and Conver- 
ation, drew a Veil of Oblivion over all the Misfortunes 
of my Life; and I enjoy d a far greater Tranquillity, 
than J had done ever ſince my Departure from Rowe. 
The Truth is, in all the other Towns of France, _ 
1 ' * 2 5 Gr. C45 . « . m £ 
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I made any Stay, I had not been able to eſcape, either 
troubleſome Suits, or the dreadful Apprehentions of 
being known. Every where elſe, the Noblemen carm d 
themſelves with an Air of Pride and Stiffneſs to me, the 
Burghers were inſolent, and the People troubleſome ang 
miſchievous. In Bourdeaux, I had, once a day, at ay 
Houſe, the principal Nobility of the Place, the moſt te. 
fined and affable ſort of Burghers; and had abundance 
of Service done me by the meaner People, who are yer 
zealous to oblige Foreigners. I had ſcarce fold my Li- 
quors a Fortnight, but an Abbot came in, one After. 
noon, with a Merchant of that City, I knew the Cler. 
gyman at firſt ſight, as having not only ſeen him elſe 
where, but alſo receiv d ſuch Civilities from him, during 
the Time of my Troubles, as could not but leave in ny 
mind a lafting Impreſſion of his Aſpe&. Wherefore, 1 
no ſooner ſaw him coming into my Shop, but I ran to 
embrace him with open Arms ; and, without telling 
him upon what Account I receiv'd him in fuch a mam 
ner, made him a thouſand Offers of my Service, and 
preſs'd him to come and ſee me as often as he could; 
aſſuring him, that he ſhould not loſe his Labour, and 
that, perbaps, he ſhould be well enough pleas'd with the 
Acquaintance of ſuch a Perſon as I was. The Abbot 
was a Gentleman of wonderful Penetration, and the 
long Travels he had perform'd in ſeveral Kingdoms of 
Europe, had gain'd him almoſt an univerſal Acquaintance, 
and a ſuprizing Facility to relate all that he had ſeen 
among Foreigners. He anſwerd my Importunities with 
Demonſtrations near as ardent as my own, and ated, 
with abundance of Pleaſantneſs, the Perſon of a Ban- 
terer, and of one who thinks himſelf banter'd. I knew 
this, by his telling me that he did not know me, and 
that I muſt declare myſelf. Wherefore, having deſued 
him to meet me the next Morning, at Five o Clock, we 
walk d together without the Ciry- Walls, and going to 
wards a Piece of Antiquity, call d Le Palais Galitre, be- 
ing an Amphitheater dedicated to the Emperor of that 
Name, by Pofthumus, Prefect of the Gauls of Agr 
tain, I began to ask him, whether he did not remen 
ber he had ſeen me? and whether he had no Idea of 
me? Ar laſt, perceiving the Quandary he was in, 


Put him in mind of the Good Office he had ren 
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gone to a poor Man in the City of Trent. Never was 


Confidence received with more Lenderneſs and Offets of 
0 Service, Nobody knew ſo well how to pity the Unfor- 
. tunate, as that Gentleman then did. He did all that a 
d Friend could do for me ; and it was not his Fault, that 
y did not then bid adieu to my Troubles ; for he ſought 


Occaſions to rid me of em. One day, as we were walk- 

ing in the Place call'd Le Chariron, upon the Banks of 

| the River, he preſs'd me with ſo great Zeal and Tender- 
neſs, to accept of his Good-Offices to reconcile me with 
the Court of Rome, that I found myſelf under an Obli- 
gation of declaring my Fears to him, and the Reaſons 
that hinder d me from doing it. I repreſented to him 
the Spirit of thoſe who compoſed the Tribunals of Rome, 
and of the Miniſters who held the Pope by the Noſe, 
and could do what they would with him. 1 alſo inform'd 
him of the Spirit of the dreadful Tribunal of the Inqui- 
ſuion, ſo contrary to the Spirit of Jeſus Chriſt, and his 
Church. A Tribunal, to which one may fitly apply the 
Saying of Ferrante Palavicini, in his Divortio Celeſte, to 
wit, that the Bridegroom had forſaken his Bride, be- 
cauſe he knew ſhe was a Proſtitute.

bot deavour'd to cure me of my Apprehenſions. But all to 
the n0 purpoſe : For, as he could not reconcile me to the 
; of Church, without firſt reconciling me to the Court of 
ice, Rowe, which would know all ; and as 1 could not diſco- 


een ver to her all that was paſt, without accuſing myſelf of 
ith the moſt execrable Crimes, it had been to expoſe myſelf 
ed, d the worſt Misfortunes to truſt to the Clemency of a 
an- Inbunal, whoſe very Profeſſion it is, never to forgive. 
Thus 1 could, by no means, prevail with myſelf to liſten 
tothe Advice, or obliging Offers of the Abbot ; but on 
the contrary, am ſtill afraid, notwithſtanding the Shel- 
ter] am under, arid that I am in the Port of Reſt, thar 
they will ſend Traitors and Sbirri even hither after me. 
Juſt as we had made an end of this Diſcourſe, another 
Abbot came up to us, who was a particular Friend of 
the former's.

That noble Project, which 
as often as I think of, I cannot forbear laughing in ny 
Sleeve, was, to tranſport myſelf into Mingrelia, and 
there ſettle, under the Protection of the Grand Seignio, 
1 affured the two Abbots, that if they would go along 
with me, I would make their Fortunes for ever ; adding, 
that they would be perfectly adored by the fineſt Women 
of the Country ; that they would reign in the Minds of

Les, Jes, 
Monſieur Benachi, ſaid they to him, you ſhall have our 
Aſſiſtance, and we'll fix you in ſuch a Coffee-Houſe, that 
nothing like it has ever yet been ſeen in the Seventeen 
Provinces, Only go to the Hague, and endeavour to find 
out a Houſe fit for your Buſineſs ; and for the reſt, leave 
it to n Monoar Benachi, quite tranſported wich 
Joy, came, therefore, to the Hague, and, after abundance 


of Intrigue, took a Hauſe in the Spiy/traat, and fitted it 


2 with that Neatneſs and Magnificence, that it was in- 
ced fit to entertain Kings and Princes, Never 15 
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he like ſeen, in any thing of that kind, at the Hague; 
1nd 1 muſt do Monſieur Benachi the Juſtice to ſay, that 
there are very few Perſons of his Profeſſion, that can do 
what he did. The Houſe being in Order, he open d his 
(offee-Room ; and immediately all the World crowded 
thither, out of Curioſity to ſee that illuſtrious Place of 
Refreſhment. In ſhort, the Number of thoſe who went 
to Benachi's Coffee-Houſe increaſed daily in ſuch a man- 
ner, that the Street was ſometimes barricadod with 
Coaches, and it was a difficult Matter to get by. This, 
join'd with the great Noiſe there always was in his 
Houſe, ſoon cauſed Diſorder, which brought about the 
Ruin of all the Coffee- Houſes, and particularly of mine.

makes them like itſelf. To induce him to go on, [ 
began now to contradi& him, after having heard his 
Sentiment of the Gold which is diſſoluble, and which 
he did not ſcruple to ſay was the Common Gold. Nay, 
he was ſo conceitedly obſtinate, that he declared all 
thoſe: to be Ignorant, who were not inform'd of that 
Truth. I endeavour'd, nevertheleſs, to prove the Con- 
trary. I told him, 1 believ'd he would agree with me, 
that Gold was the moſt perfect Compotition in Na- 
ture. Now, ſaid I, this Compoſition proceeds from 
ſuch a Union of the Parts together, that neither Time 
nor Fire could alter them. It was, therefore, impol- 
ſible to ſeparate them, becauſe ſuch a Separation wi 


repugnant to its Perfection; for if they were r 
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the Compoſition could not be ſaid to be Perfect. I 
alled, that 1 was very ſenſible how conceited Men 
prerended to reincrudate it in the Univerſal Men- 
tum; but, that that Reincrudation ſeem'd impoſſi- 
ble, for the Example I was going to produce. A Grain 
of Corn which is reincrudated in the Earth, is in its 
Sate of Vegetation ; but if one was to take.this Corn, 
when 'tis ground into Meal, made up into Dough, and 
baked into Bread, that Reincrudation would never be. 
[tis the fame thing with reſpect to Common Gold, 
which being no longer in its State of Vegetation, as 
one may ſay, wherein Nature had placed it, ſince it 
has been ſeparated, melted down, and martyr'd thro' 
divers Operations, cannot do what the Chymiſts expect. 
To make uſe of familiar Examples, Cheeſe that is ſe- 
veral Years old cannot, by all the Artifice in the 
World, be reduced to its firſt Condition of Milk, 
whereof it is made, and of Curd which reduced it to 
another State. It is the fame thing with regard to 
Common Gold. Wherefore, we muſt conclude, (ſaid I) 
that when the Philoſophers mention their Gold, it 
muſt be a Gold in its firſt State, and not when Men 
have ſeparated it from its Tree, melted it down, and 
uy d ĩt on the Fire, The Sperm of a Cock, which is in 
an Egg, and renders it capable of becoming, by Putre- 
faction, in a State of Generation, does not proceed from 
a Cock that has been kill'd, roaſted, and divided into a 
thouſand Pieces. It is juſt the ſame with Humane 
Led, as well as that of other Animals, which muſt be 
full of Life and Vigour, to give the Faculty of Gene. 
ation of their Species to the Female Seed. We muſt, 
therefore, conclude, ſaid I, that the Philoſophers 
Cold muſt be ſome what Alive, gather'd from its Root, 
which in that Condition of Natural Life puts in Mo- 
tion the Female Matter of Metals, which is of the 
me Nature, and advances it to the high Degree of 
Perfection, by Help of the Artiſan. That which Art 
does here, added I, is, to imitate the Husbandmen, 
who reap the Corn, and then thraſh it, to ſeparate ix 
from the ChaF, and make it fit to be ſown pure in the 
Earth, which ſerves it inſtead of a Matrice. This is 
alld Purification, and to this the Artiſt ought to ap- 
Py bimſelf in his Grit Operations. It is RY 
| ubli- 
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Sublimation only, which, indeed, alone ſeparates the 
Pure from the Impure; but that Sublimation is not 
the common Sublimation, tho' it is ſomewhat like it. 
I perceiv'd my Gentleman was talk d quite out of his 
Senſes ; and I had proceeded in my Diſcourſe, had it 
not been for a Meſſage that was ſent to me on the part 
of a Perſon of Diſtinction, who wanted to ſpeak with 
me that very Moment. My Viſiter was, therefore, 
obliged to leave me; which he had no ſooner done, but 
I repair d to the Rendezvous appointed for me. 

Three Days paſs d, before I ſaw him again; but, 
however, come he did, and we had Diſcourſes too 
long to be inſerted here. As I perceiv'd ſomewhat 
Extravagant in that Philoſopher 2 la mode, I muſt con- 
feſs to you, his Converſation grew irkſome to me; 
from which I was deliver'd, by an Accident, which 
(God be thanked) placed him at ſome Diſtance from 
me. 

One Afternoon, I had four Friends at my Houſe, 
who were Men of excellent Qualifications, and pro- 
found Literature. We had accidentally fallen into 
Diſcourſe touching the Wand of Divination, when the 
importunate Conundrum monger enter'd, and concern'd 
himſelf with our Converſation. He who firſt ſtarted 
the Subject of the Wand, was giving an, Account of 
the Effect of that, by which, ſome Years ago, a Mur- 
derer was purſued and taken even upon the Water, 
He related the common Examples mention'd by Agri 
colz, and confirm'd by daily Experience for the Dif- 
covery of the Sourzes of Waters, We examin'd the 
Cauſes thereof, which were mention'd with enough of 
Uncertainty and Obſcurity; but it was agreed to be 
a Virtue given to ſuch as were born when the Sun was 
in Aquarius. After a great many fine things, which 
my Friends very learnedly alledged in relation to this 
Article, our troubleſome Philoſopher broke Silence, 
and faid, he was born when the Sun was in Aquariu, 
and was poſſeſs d of that ſame Virtue, whereof he had 
made divers Experiments, He eyen added, that it

I put upon the Ta- 
dle a Guinea under a Sheet of white Paper, and a 
Shilling under another ; but, like a Blockhead, I had 
put the Guinea under that next to our Philoſopher, ſo 
that he might well enough perceive it thro' the Paper, 
and the Shilling under the farthermoſt. However, 
made ſhift very dextrouſly to convey away the Gui- 
nea into the Shilling's Place, and to ſubſtitute the 
Shilling in its room. My Gentleman takes the Wands, 
places one in each Hand, with the Bottom againſt the 
Ball of his Thumb, and the two forked Ends leaning 
2painſt one another; and thus advancing between the 
Fapers, the forked Ends conſtantly fell towards his 
own Side, where he thought the Guinea was. Having 
perform'd this Ceremony thrice, and thrice met with 
the fame Succeſs, he cry'd out, with a good Aſſurance, 
"Tir this, fancying it was the Gold. So faying, he 
took off the Sheet of Paper himſelf, and perceiving it 
was the Shilling, he added, with a lower Voice, which 
betray'd his Confuſion, 7s the Silver. You will eaſily 
gue ſs at our Laughter upon this Occaſion, which, I do 
allure you, was very loud. The Philoſopher being in 
the utmoſt Confuſion, endeavour'd to vindicate his 
Wands of Divination, by alledging, that they turn'd 
on his ſide, becauſe he had in bis Pocket a Piece of 
the Subſtance of the Philoſophers Sone, which went be- 
yond Gold itſelf, and had even attracted the Wands. 
The more he ſaid, the more he was laugh'd at. He 
went away, therefore, not a little angry; and thus 
{got rid of his Importunities, for 1 never faw him 
Ince, 

Having enter'd upon theſe kind of Divinations, I 
can't forbear relating an Affair which befell me at that 


time. Two Pieces of Plate being miſſing in my 


Houſe, Janine, who, I muſt needs ſay, was always 
very caretul, was almoſt cut t her Wits, for fear the 
4 mould 
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ſhould never have them again. Her Suſpicion could 
fall upon no body but the Wench and Lacquey who 
were our Servants. She pump'd and examin'd them 
with her utmoſt Cunning, without being a jor the 
wiſer. She ſaid it could be no Stranger that had taken 
them, ſince only thoſe belonging to the Houſe had 
been in the Chamber where the Plate was, and that 
neither was the Door open'd, nor the Windows bro- 
ken. Having often heard me ſay, that Thieves might 
be diſcover'd by the Turning of a Sieve, the perſecuted 
me to diſcover by that means who it was that had 
robb'd us. I had perfectly in my Memory the Manner 
of keeping the Sciſſors fix d in the Hoop of the Sieve, 
and the Words which muſt be ſaid, as I had read in 
Aprippa. As we held up the Sieve by the Handles of 
the Sciſſors fixd in the Marks, each with our Right 
Hand, 1 repeated the fix Words, and named, in the 
firſt place, the Maid. Janine grew pale to ſee, that 
notwithſtanding all her Strength, the Sieve would turn 
by Jerks directly oppoſite to her Deſire. She was 
forced to let it fall; but as, after ſuch kind of Surprizes, 
People grow familiar with that which they think Evil, 
ſhe took Courage, and we try'd it over again, naming 
our Man.
